Pericles alſo a- 
mong the Athenians was had in great admiration & ho- 
nour for his profound knowledge in Philoſophie, by 
whom tlie whole citie of Athens was from care and woe 
deliuered, when they ſuppoſed their deſtruction to bee 


neare at hand , by a blacke dareknes of ſome admiration. 
hanging ouer heir citie. How honorably was Apelles 
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T he Epiſtle 
the Painter eſteemed of mighty king Alexander by whom 
onely he deſired to be PREY But amongſt all other arts 
and Sciences, whoſe praiſe in tymes paſt flouriſhed and 
ſhined moſt brightly, Chirurgery among the wiſe Grecians 
lacked not his praiſe , honor and eſtimation . For did not 
that worthie and famous captaine ofthe Grekes .Agamem- 
non loue dearly and reward bountifully both Pod alerius 
and Machaon through whoſe cunnings kill in Surgery, 
- thouſands of worthie Grekes were ſaued aliue and healed, 
who elſe had died and periſhed. And further here to ſpeak 
of Philoneter, of. Attalus, of Hiero, of Archelaus, and of Inba 
kings of famous memory , who purchaſed eternall praiſe 
by their ſtudy and cunning in Phiſicke and Surgery. But 
now in theſe our dayes enuy ſo ruleth the roſte, that Phi- 
ſicke ſhould be condemned, and Surgery deſpiſed for euer 
but that ſometime payne biddeth battaile , and care kee- 
peth {xirmith, in ſuch bitter ſorte , that at the laſt this Ala- 
rum is ſounded out, Nowe come Phiſicke, and then help 
Surgery. Ihen is remembred the ſaying of Ieſis the ſonne of 
Sirach: which is notable, Honour the Phiſition and Chirur- 

ion for neceſsitie, whom the almightie God hath crea- 
ted becauſe from the hyeſt commeth medicine, and they 
{hall re ceaue giftes of the King. Wherefore wee exhorte 
the wyſe man that he in notime of proſperitie and health, 
neglect theſe noble artes and myſteries of Phiſicke and 
Chirurgery, becauſe no age, no perſon, no countrey can 
long time lacke their helps and remedies . What is it to 
haue landes and houſes, to abounde in ſiluer and golde 
to be deckt with pearles and diamondes, yea and to poſ- 
ſeſſe the whole worlde, to rule ouer nations and contreys: 
and to lacke health, the cheefeſt Iewell and greateſt trea- 


ſure of mans lyfe and delight. 5 
Conſider then we beſech your Worſhips, what praiſes 


are due to ſuch noble Sciences, which onely work the 
caules 
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cauſes of this aforeſaide health, and how much the weale- 
ublike are bounde to all them, whole cares and ſtudies 
dayly tendeth to this ende. Amongſt whom here is to be 
remembred Maifter Vicary Eſquire , Sergeant Chirurgion 
to Kings and Queenes of famous memorie: Whoſe lear- 
ned worke of Anatomye is by vs the forenamed Surgions 
of Saint Bartholomewes in Smithfeild , newly reuiued, 
corrected and publiſhed abroad to the commoditie of o- 
thers, who be ſtudentes in Chirurgery : not without our 
greate ſtudies, paynes and charges, And although we doe 
lacke the profound knowledge , and ſugred cloquence of 
the Latine and Greke tongues, to decke and beautihie this 
worke, yet we hope the ſtudious reader ſhall thereby reape 
ſinguler commodity and fruit, by reading this litle treatiſe 
of the Anatomy of mans body,the which is onely groun- 
ded vpon reaſon and experience which are two principall 
rootes of phiſicke and Surgery. As it is graunted by Galen 9, 
in his third booke De methods medend: : and wee who day- 
ly worke and practiſe in Surgery, according to the deep- 
neſſe of the Arte, aſwell in greeuous woundes, vlcers, and 
Fiſtules , as other hyd and ſecrete diſeaſes vponthe body 
of man, dayly vſed by vs in S. Bartholomewes hoſpitall, & 
other places, &c. Thoſe poore and greeued creatures, aſ- 
well men and weomen, as children do knowe the profitte 
of this arte, to be manifold, and the lacke of the ſame to 
be lamẽted. Therfore Galen truely writeth, ſaying, That no 
man ca work ſo perfectly, as aforeſaid, without the know- 
ledge of the Anatomy: For (ſaith he) it is as poſsible for a 
blinde man to carue & make an image perfect, as a Chi- 
rurgian to worke without error in mans body not know- 
ing the Anatomy. And further for as much as your Wor- 
ſnips are very carefull for thoſe poore and greeued crea- 
turs within the Hoſpital of S. Bartholomew es. &c. wher- 
of Maiſter Vicary was a member: We are therefore now 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatory. 
encouraged to dedicate this litle worke of the Anatomy, 
being his andour trauells, to you as Patronsof this booke 
to defend againſt the rauening Iawes of enuyous Backby- 
ters, which neuer ceaſe by all vnlawfull meanes to blemiſh 
and deface the workes of the learned, expert, and well diſ- 
poſed perſons. Finally, we do humbly craue of your good- 
neſſes, to accept in good part this treatiſe concerning the 
Anatomy, as the fruites of our ſtudies and labours, where- 
by we ſhalbe much better encouraged to ſet foorth heere- 
atter other profitable works for the common wealth. 
Heerein if your Wiſedomes do vouchſafe to heare our re- 
queſts, and to allow theſe our doingès, as did noble Ama- 
ſius king of Ægipt accepte the laboures of his painefull 

Artificers, We haue not onely to thank your Wor- 
ſhipes for ſo doing, but alſo to pray vato the * 
almightie God to requite your good- 
neſſes, receauing you into his 
protection and keeping.

Chirurgerie is, it is the ſaying of Auicen to bee knowen 
by his beeing, fo2 it is verelye a medecinall ſcience : and 
as Galen ſayeth ; he that will knowe the certaintie of a 
thing, let him not buſie him ſelfe toknowe onely the 
name of that thing, but alſo the wozking and the cect 
of the ſame thing 

Nowe the thirde waye fo knowe what thinge Cht- 
eurgerle is, It is alſo to bee knowen by his beinge oz 
declaring of his owne pꝛoperties, the whiche teacheth 
vs to woozke in mans bodye with handes : as thus; In 
cuttinge oz openinge thoſe partes that be whole, and in 
| healing thoſe partes that bee bꝛoken oz cut, and in ta⸗ 
king awap that that is ſuperfluous, as Warts, Mennes. 
Skurkfulas, and other like. But further to declare what 
Galen ſapeth Surgerie is. It is the laſt inſtrument ok 
medicine: that is to ſape, Dpet, Pocion, and Chirur⸗ 
gerie: of the which thzee , lapeth hee, Dpet is the no⸗ 
bleſt, and the moſte vertuous. And thus hee ſapeth, 
whereas a man may bee cured with Dyet onelp, let there⸗ 
bee giuen no manner of medicine. The feconde inſtru⸗ 
ment is Pocion: fo2 and if a man map bee cured with 
Dyet and Pocion, let there not bee miniſtred anye Chi⸗ 

rurgerie , The thirde and laſt inſtrument, is Chirur⸗ 
ger ie, thzough whoſe vertue and goodneſſe is remooued 
and put awaye many greenous tinfirmities and diſeaſes, 
which might not haue beene remwued noz pet put awaye, 
neither with Dyet, noz with Pocion. And by thele thꝛes 
meanes it is knowen what thing Chirurgerie is , And 
this ſuffiſeth foꝛ vs foz that popnt. Nowe it is knowen 
what thing Chirurgerie is, there muſt alſo bee choſen a

The firſt is fo know what thing Chirurgerie is. Here⸗ 

in J doe note the ſaying of Lamfranke, whereas he ſayth: 

All things that man would knowe , may be knowen by 

one of theſe thzee things: That is fo ſay, by his name, oz 

by his wozking, oz els by his verie being and ſhewing of 
his owne pꝛoperties. So then it followeth, that in the 
fame manner we may know what Chirurgerie is by thꝛee 
things, Firſt, by his name, as thus: The Jnferpzeters 
wꝛite, that Surgerie is deriued out of theſe wozdes, Apo 

tes chiros,cai tou ergou , that is to bee vnderſtanded: a 

hand wozking, and ſo it may be taken foz all handie artes. 

But noble Ipocras ſapeth, that Surgerie is hande woꝛ⸗ 


hing in mans bodie, foz the verie ende and pꝛolit of Chi- 


B. rurgerie 
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a Chirurgion ſho ulde bee choſen by his complerion , and 
that his complexion bee verie temperate,and all his mem- 
bers well pzopoztioned , Foꝛ Raſis ſayeth ; Whoſe face 
is not ſee melp, it is vnpoſſible fo him fo2 to haue good 
manners. And Ariſtotle the great Philoſopher wꝛi⸗ 
teth in his Epillles to the noble King Alexander (as iu 
thoſe Epiſtles moꝛe playnlye doeth appeare) howe hee 
ſhoulde chooſe all ſuch perſons as ſhoulde ſerne him, by 
the fourme and ſhape of the fate, and all other members 
of the bodie. Andfurthermoze they ſape, bee that is of an 
euill complerion ; there muſt needes followe like condi⸗ 
tions. Mherefoze it agreeth that a Chirurgion muſt be 
both of a good and temperate complerion , as is afozere- 
hearſed. And pzincipally, that he be a good liuer, and 
a keeper of the holye commaundementes of God, of 
whome commeth all cunning and grace, and that his bo- 
dye ber not quaking , and his handes ſtedfaſt, his fingers 
long and ſmall , and not tremblinge: and that his lefte 
bande be as readie as his right hande , with all his lym- 
mes able to fulfill the good wozkes of the ſoule. Nowe 
heere is a man meete to bee made a Chirurgion, And 
though he haue all theſs good qualities befoze rehear⸗ 
ſed, yet is he no good Chirurgion , but a man verie fitfe 
and mete therefozx. Nowe then to knowe what p20- 
perties and conditions this man mult haue befo2e he bee 
a perfect Chirurg ion. N 

And J doe note fonre thinges moſte ſpeciallye that 
euer pe Chirurgion ought foz to haue: The firffe, that 
hee bee learned: The ſeconde, that hee bee expert: The 
thirde, that hee bee ingenious: The fourth, that hee bes 
well mannered. The firſt (I ſayde) hee ought to bee 
learned, and that hee knowe his pzinciples., not onely in 
Chirurgerie - but alſo in hilicke, that hee mape the | gt- 


ter defende his Durgerie . Alſo hee 2 to bee ſeene

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in naturall Philoſophte , and in Grammer that he ſpeake 
congruitie in Logike, that teacheth him to pꝛoue his pꝛo⸗ 
poꝛtions with god reaſon. In Rhethozike, that tea⸗ 
cheth him to ſpeake ſermelp and eloquentlp: alſo in Theo- 
rike, that teacheth him to knowe things natural, and not 
naturall, and things againſt nature. Alſo he muſt knowe 
the Anatomie, foz all anthozs wzite againſt thoſe Sur⸗ 
geons that wozke in mans bodie, not knowing the Ana» 
tomie: Foz they be likened to a blinde man, that cutteth 
in a Uine tre, foꝛ he taketh moze oz leſſe then he ought 
todo, And here note wel the ſaying of Galen the pzince 
of Philoſophers, in his Eſtoris, that it is as poſſible fo2 a 
Surgion not knowing the Anatomie, to wozke in mans 
bodie without erronr , as it is fo2 a blinde man to carue 
an Image and make it perfect. The ſeconde, J ſayde,he 
muſt be expert: oꝛ Raſus ſapeth, he ought to know and 
to ſe other men wozke, and after fo haue ble and exerciſe. 
The thirde, that he be ingenious oꝛ wittie: foz all things 
belonging to Chirurgerie may not be witten, no2 with 
letters ſet fozth.] The fourth, J ſayde,that he muſt be wel 
manered, t that he haue all theſe god conditions here fo- 
towing : Firſt, that he be no ſpouſbzcaker , noꝛ no dꝛun⸗ 
karde , Foz the Philofopbers ſape, amongeſt all other 
things beware of thoſe perſons that followe d2unkennes, 
fo2 they be actompted foz no men, becauſe they line a life 
beſtial: wherefoꝛe amongſt al other ſoztes of people, they 
ought to be ſequeſtred from the miniſtring of medicine. 
Likewiſe a Chirurgion muſt take herde that he deteiue no 
man with his vaine pꝛomiſes, foꝛ to make ofa ſmall mat⸗ 
tera great,becaule he would be counted the moze famous. 
And amongeſt other things, they may neither be flatte- 
rers, noꝛ mockers , no2 pꝛiuie backbyters of other men,

And all theſe Arteres haue 
two cotes, except one that goeth tothe Lunges, and he hath 
but one cote that ſpzeadeth abꝛoad in the Lungs, and b2in- | 
geth with him to the Lungs blod, with the ſpirite of life to 

nouriſh the Lungs withall : and allo that Artere bzingeth 
with him from the lungs apꝛe fo temper the fumous hrate 
that is in the heart. And this Artere is he that is called Ar- 
teria venalis , becauſe he hath but one cote as a vaine, and 
is mo2e obedient to be delated abzoad though el the lungs, 
becauſe that the blod might the ſoner (weate thzough him: 
whereas all other Arters haue two cotes , becauſe one cote 
may not withſtande the might a power of the ſpirite of life. 
Diuerſe other cauſes there be, which ſhalbe declared in the 
Anatomie ot the bꝛeſt. xc, 

The Uepne is a ſimple member in complexion cold and 
d2yc, and ſper maticke, like to the Artere, hauing his begin⸗ 
ning from the Lyner, and bzinging from the Liuer nutri⸗ 
five blood, to nouriſh euery member of the body with. And 
it is ſo to be vnderſtanded that there is no moze difference 
betweene theſe two veilels of biod, but that the Arfere is a 
veſſell of bloud ſpirituall oꝛ vitall. And the Ueine is a veſ- 
ſell of bloud nutrimentall , of the which Ueines there is 
noted two moſt pꝛincipall, ofthe which one is called Vena 
porta, the other is called venacelis, of whom it is too much 
to treate of nowe, vntill we come to the Anatomie of the 
wombe, xc. | 

The lleſh is a confimiler member, ſimple , not ſperma- 
ticke, and is ingendꝛed of bloud congeled by heate, and is 
in complexion hote and mopſt. Df the which is noted thꝛer 
kindes of fleſhes: that is to ſay, one is ſoſt aud pure fleſh: 
the lecond is muſkulus.oꝛ hard t bꝛaſonꝝ fleſh: the third is 
glandulus, knottp, oꝛ kurnelly ſleſh. Allo the commodities 
of the fleſh be indifferent, foꝛ ſome be common to euery kind 


ok fleth, and ſome be pꝛoper to one manner of flech alone. 
C. The | 
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The pꝛofites of the fleſh be many, foꝛ (ome defend the bod 
from colde as doth clothes: alſo it defendeth the body from 
harde thinges comming againſt it: alſo thꝛongh his moy- 
ſture he reaifieth the body in ſommer, in time of great 
heate. Uheretfoze it is to be conſidered what p2ofitable- 
neſle is in cuery kind of fleſh by himſelle. And fir ſt of ſim⸗ 
ple and pure fleth, which fulfilleth the concauities of voyde 
places, and cauſeth god fozme and ſhape 2: and this fleſh is 
founde betweene the teeth, and on the end of the vard, The 
p:ofite of the 252awny fleth oz muſkulus fleſh, ſhall be ſpo- 
ken of in the Anatomie of the armes. The p2ofits of the 
Glandulus fleſh are theſe: Firſt, that it turnech the bloud 
into a cullour like fo himſelfe , as doth the fleſhe of a wo⸗ 
ane paps turne the menſtruail bloud into milke: ſeconds 

v, the Glandulus flelh of the Teſtikles, turneth the bloud 
— ſparme: thirdly, the Glandulus fleſh of the chokes, 
that ingend2eth the ſpittle. c. | 

The next is of Fatnes , of the which J find th2& kinds: 
The firſt is Pinguedo, and it is a conſtmilar member, 
not ſpermatike, and it is made of a ſubtill poꝛtion of bloud 
congeled by colde: and it is of complexion colde and mopſt, 
inſenſible, and is intermedled amongeſt the partes of the 
fleſh. The leconde is Adeppes, and is of the ſame kinde 
as is Pinguedo, but it is departed from the fleth bcſydes 
the ſkinne , and it is as an ople heating and mopſting the 
ſkinne, The third is Auxingia, and it is of kinde as the 
others be, but he is departed from the fleſh within fooꝛth 
about the kidneys, and in the intrayles,and it helpeth both 
the kidneys and the intraples from dzying by his vnctio⸗ 
ſitie. Ic. 

Then come we to theſkinne, The Skinne is a conſt, ö 
mile member 02 offictall, partly ſpermatike, ſtrong and 
tough, flexible and ſenſible, thiane and temperate, Wher - 


af there. be two kindes: One is the Skinne that couereth 
the 
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the onfward members» and the other the inner members, 
which is called a Pannicle » the pꝛofitableneſſe of whom 
was ſpoken of in the laſt Leſſon: But the Skinne is p20» 
perly wouen ol Thꝛerdes, Nerues, Uepnes, and Artcirs. 
And he is made temperate, becauſe he ſhould be a god dee⸗ 
mer of heate from colde , and of moyſineffe from d2yneſle, 
that there ſhould nothing noy noꝛ hurt the body, but it gt- 
ueth warning to the common wits thereof, xe, 

The Napꝛes ofeuery part of mans body are but a ſuper - 
fluitie of members, made of the groſſe fume oꝛ ſmoke pal- 
ſing out of the viſcoues matter , thickned to the fo2me of 

hapꝛe. The p;ofitableneſſe of him is declared in the Ana- 


tomie of the head. tc. 
The Nailes likewiſe are a ſuperfluifie of members,en- 


gendꝛed of great earthly ſmoke oz fume reſolued thzough 
the naturall heate of humours, and is ſofter then the Bone, 
and harder then the Fleth. In complexion thep be cold and 
dzp, and are always waxing in the extremitie of the fingers 
and toes. The vtilitie of them are, that by them a man 
ſhall take the better holde: alſo they helpe to clawe the bo- 
die when it needeth: Laſtly, they helpe to deuide things fo; 
lacke of other twles. tc. 


The Anatomie of the compound 


members, and firſt of the head. 


Ccauſe the head ol man is the habitation oꝛ dwelling 
place of the reaſonable ſaule of man, therefoze with 
the grace of God. J ſhall firſt ſpeake of the Anatomie 
ok the head. Galen ſapth in the 2. Chapter De iuua- 
mentes, and Auicen rehearſeth the lame in his fir!k pꝛepoſi⸗ 
tion and third chapter pꝛouing that the Head ol man was 


made neither foz wits, noz yet loʒ the Bꝛapnes, but onely 
C2 io; 
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fo2 the cyes Joꝛ beaſtes that haue no heades, haue the 02- 
gapne 9; inſtruments of Mits in their bꝛeſts. Therefoze 
God and nature haue reared bp the head of man ontip fo: 

he eyes, foꝛ it is the hyeſt meniber of man: and as a behol- 
der oꝛ watchman ſtandeth in achigh Towze to giue war- 
ning of the enemies, lo doth the eye ol man giue warning 
vnto the common Ulits, fo2 the defence of all other mem⸗ 
bers of the body, Nowo ta our purpoſe. If the queſtion be 
aſked, howe many things be there conteyning on the head, 
and howe manie thinges contepned within the head? As 
it is rehearſed by Guydo, there be but fine conteyning-and 
as manie conteyned : as thas, The Vapze, the Skinne, 
the Fleth, the Pannicles, and the Bone, neyther rehear⸗ 
ling Uepne no2 Artere. The which Anatomie can not 
be truely without them both, as thou ſhalt well perceiue 
both in this Chapter, but ſpecially in the next. And nowe 
in this !c(ſon J ſhall ſpeake but of Hayze, Skinne, Fleſh, 
Uepnes, Pannicles, and Bones, what p2ofitte they doe 
to man, euerie of them in his kinde. Ok the Hayze of the 
head ( whoſe creation is knowen in the Anatomie of the 
ſimple members) J doe note foure vtilities why it was 
oꝛdeyned: the firſt is, that it defendeth the 352apne from 
fo much heate, and fo much cold, and many other outward 
nopances: The ſeconde is, it maketh the foꝛme oz Hape 
ol the head to ſeeme moꝛe ſeeme lier oz beautifuller. Foz ik 
the head were not heyꝛed, the face 4 the head ſhould ſeeme 
but one thing, and therefoze the heyꝛe fozmeth and ſhapeth 
the head from the face: The thirde is, thatby the cullour 
of the heyze is witneſſed and knowen the complexion of the 
Bꝛaine: The fourth is, that the fumoſities of the Bzapne 
might aſſende and palle lightiyer out by them, Foz if there 
were a ſad thing, as the ſkinne o2 other, of the lame nature 
as the hepꝛe is, the fumoſities of the bꝛapne might not haue | 


paſſed thꝛough it lo lightly, as it doth by the hapꝛe. = 
The 
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The Skinne of the head is moze lazarfus , thicker ,and 
moꝛe poꝛrus, than any other Skinne of any other mem- 
ber of the bodie. And two cauſes J note why, One is, that 

0 it keepcth ozdefendeth the bzaine from to much heat and 
colde, as docth the haire: The other, it diſcuſſeth to the 
common wittes of all things that nopeth outwardly , ſoꝛ 

the hepꝛe is inſencible: The third cauſe, why the Skinne 
of the head is moze thicker then any other Skinne of the 

bodp, is this, that it kepeth the bꝛaine the moꝛe warme, x 
is the better fence foꝛ the bzayne , and it bindeth and ke&- 
peth the bones of the head the faſter togither. 

Pext followeth the Fleſh, the which is al Buſculus o2 
Lazartus fleſh, lying vppon pericranium without meane. 
And it is made of ſubtile Mille, and of ſimple fleſh, Sp⸗ 
newes, Ueines,and Arteirs. And why the flelh that is 
all muſculus 02 lazartus in enery member of a mans body 
was made is foꝛ th:& cauſes: the firlt is, that by his thick⸗ 
nes, he ſhould comfozt the digeſtion of other members that 
lye by him: The ſecond is, that thꝛough him euery mem⸗ 
ber is made the mo2e foꝛmelper, 4 taketh the better ſhape: 
The third is, that by his meanes euery member of the vo⸗ 
dye dꝛaweth to him nouriſhing, the which others withold 
to put foꝛth from them, as it ſhalbe moꝛe plainlyer ſpoken | 
of in the Anatomie of the wombe. 

Next followeth Pericranium, oz the coucring of the 
bones of the head, But here it is fo be noted of a Uepne a 
an Artere that commeth bel warne the flcſh and this Peri⸗ 
cranium, that nouriſheth the vtter part of the head, and ſo 
entreth pꝛiuily thꝛough the commiſſarics of the ſkull;bea- 
ring to the Bꝛapne and to his Pannicles nouriſhing : of 
whole ſubſtance is made both Duramater, and alſo Peri⸗ 
cranium , as ſhall be declared in the partes conteyned in 
the head. Here it is to be noted of this Pannicle Pericra- 
num , that it bindeth oz compaſſeth all the bones of the 

C 3 head, 
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head, vnto whome is adioyned the Duramater, and is al⸗ 
ſa a part of his ſubſtance, howbeit they bee ſeparated, foz 
Duramater is nearer the bꝛaine, and is vnder the ſkull, 
This Pericranium was made pzincipally foz two cauſes? 
one is, that fo2 his ſtrong binding togither he ſhould make 
firme and ſtable the feble commiſſartes oz ſeames of the 
bones ofthe head: The other cauſe is, that it ſhoulde be a 
me ane betwerne the hard bone and the ſoft fleſh. 

Next is the Bone ofthe Pot of the head keping in the 
Vzaines, of which it were to long to declare their names 
after all Authoꝛs, as they number them and their names, 
fo2 ſome name them after the Greeke tongue, and ſome 
after the Arabian, but in concluſion al is to one purpoſe. 
And they be numbzed ſeuen bones inthe pan ozſkul of the 
| head: the firſt is called the Cozonal bone, in which is the 
D2bvts oz holes of the Exes, ⁊ it reacheth fro the bꝛowes 
vnto the middeſt of the head, and there it merteth with the 
ſecond bone called Occipiſſial, a bone of the hinder part of 
the head called the Roddel of the head, which two bones 
Coꝛonal and Dccipiſſtal be deuided by the Commillaries 
in the middes of the head. The thirde and fourth bones be 
called Pariefales , and they be the bones of the ſideling 
partes of the head, and they be deuided by the Commiſſo- 
" ries both from the fo2eſatd Coꝛonal and Occipiſſial. The 
fifth and ſixth bones be called Pefroſa 02 Mendola: and 
theſe two bones lye oner the bones called Parietales, on 
cucry ſive of the head one, like (kales» in whome be the 
holes ofthe eares. The ſenenth and laſt of the head is cal⸗ 
led Parillarie,oz Bazillarie, the which bone is as it were 
a wedge vnto all the other ſeuen bones of the head, and 
doeth kaſten them togeather. And thus be all numbzed; 
the firſt is the Coꝛonal bone: The ſeconde is the Occi⸗ 
piſſiall: The thirde and the fourth is Parietales: The 
fifth and the ſixth is Petrola oz Pendoſa: and the ſeuenth

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15 Parillari, o2 Bazillari . And this ſuffileth foz the fine 
things conteyning. 


In this Chapter is declared the ſiue 


things contayned within the head. 


Ert vnder the bones ok the head withinfa2th, the 
firſt thing that appeareth is Dura mater, then is 
Piamater, then the ſubſtance of the Bꝛaine, and 
then Ucrmy foꝛmes and Netemirabile. But firſk 
to ſpeake of Duramater, whereof , and how it is ſp2ong # 
made: Firſt it is to be noted of the Uleine and Arterre that 
was ipoken of in the laſt Chapter befoꝛe, how pztuily they 
entred thzough the Commiſſoz1s oz ſeames of the head, x 
there by their vnion together, they do not onely bꝛing and 
giue the ſpirite of life and nutriment, but alſo doe weaue 
themſelues ſo togeather, that they make this pannicle 
Duramater. Jt is holden vp by certaine thz#des of him- 
ſelfe comming th2ough the ſaide commiſſozts, running in 
to Per icranium oꝛ pannicle that couereth the bones of the 
head, And with the fozeſaide Ueyne and Arteire, & theſe 
th2xdes comming from Duramater, is wouen and made 
this Pericranium. AndWhy this panicle Duramater is 
ſet from the ſkul, I note two cauſes: the firſt is, that if the 
Duramater ſhould haue touched the ſkul, it Gould light⸗ 
ly haue bene hurt with the hardneſle of the bone: The le⸗ 
cond cauſe is, that the matter that commeth of woundes 
made in the head pearſing the ſkul, ſhogid by it the better 
bee defended and kepte from Piamater,and hurting of the 
bꝛapne. And nexte vnta this pannicle there is another 
pannicle called Pia mater, oz mecke mother, hecauſe it ts 
ſo ſofte and tender vnto the bꝛayne. Of whole creation 
if is to bee noted as of Duramater, foz the oziginall 
C4 of

of their firſcreation is of one kind, both from the Hart and 
the Lpuer, t is mother of the very ſubſtance of the bꝛaine. 
Why it is called Piamater, is, fo2 becauſe it is ſo ſoft and 
tender ouer the bꝛaine, that it nouriſheth the bzaine 4 fœ⸗ 
deth it, as doth aloutir g mother vnto her tender childe oꝛ 
babe, fo2 it is not ſo tough and harde as ts Duramater. 5.1 
this pannicle Pia mater is much to bee noted of the great 
number ok Ueynes and Arteirs that are planted, rame- 
ping thzoughout all his ſubſtance, geuing to the bꝛapne 
both (pirike and life, And this Pannicle doth circumuolue 
oꝛ lappe all the ſubtance ofthe bzayne: and in ſome places 
of the bꝛaine the Ueines and the Arteirs goe faozth of him, 
and enter into the diuiſions of the bzapne, and there dzin- 
keth of the bꝛapne ſubſtance into them, aſking of the heart 
to them the ſpirite of life 02 bꝛeath, and of the Ltuer nutri⸗ 
ment, And the aloꝛeſapde ſpirite oʒ bzeath taketh a further 
digeſtion, and there it is made animal, by the eleboꝛation 
ok the ſpirite vitall is turned and made animal. Further⸗ 
moꝛe why there be mo pannicles ouer the bꝛaine then one, 
is this, If there had beene but one pannicle onely , eyther 
it muſt haue beene harde, oꝛ ſoft 02 meane betweene both: 
Ik it had beene hard, if ſhould haue hurt the bꝛapne by his 
hardneſle: if it had beene ſoft , it ſhould haue beene hurt ok 
the hard bone: and ik it had beene but meanely neither hard 
no2 ſoft , it ſhould haue hurt the bꝛapne by his roughneſſe, 
and alſo haue bene hurt of the hard bone. Therefoꝛe God 
and nature hath ozdeyned two pannicles, the one harde, 
and the other ſoft, the harder to be a meane betweene the 
ſoft and the bone: and the ſofter to be a-mcane betweene 
the harder and the bꝛaine it ſelfe. Alſo theſe Pannicles be 
colde and d2ye of complerion, and ſpermaticke. 

Next is the 1B2aine,of which it is marueilous to be con- 
ſidered and noted, how this Piamater deuideth the ſub⸗ 
ance of the Bꝛayne, and lappeth it into certaine ſelles » 
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din{ffons, as thus: The ſubſtance of the Bzapne is deui⸗ 
ded into thꝛer partes, 02 ventrikles, ot which the fozemolt 
part is the moſt: the ſeconde 0z middlemolt is lee: the 
third 02 hindermolk is the leaſt. And krö eche one to other 
be iſſues 02 paſſages that ar called Meates,thzough whom 
paſſeth the ſptrite of life to and fro. But here pee ſhall. 
note that euery Uentrikle is diuided into two partes, and 
in euer parte God hath ozdatned and ſet ſingular and ſe⸗ 
uerall vertues, as thus: Firſt in the loꝛemoſt Uentrikle 
God hath founded and ſet the common Wittes, otherwiſe 
called the fine Mittes, as Hearing, Seeing, Feling, 
Smelling, and Taſting . And alſo there is in one parte 
of this Uentrikle, the vertue that is called Fantaſte, and 
he taketh all the foꝛmes oz ozdinances that be diſpoſed of 
the ſiue Mittes, after the meaning of ſenſible thinges: In 
the other parte ofthe ſame Uentrikle is oꝛdamed e foun- 
ded the Jmaginatiue vertue, the which receiueth of the 
common UWittes the fonrme oz ſhape of ſenſitiue things, 
as they were receiued ofthe common wittes withoutfozth 
repꝛeſenting their owne ſhape and ozdinancesivbnto the 
memoꝛatiue vertue. In the middeſt ſel oz ventrikle there 
is founded and oꝛdeined the Cogitatiue oz eſtimatiue ver- 
tus: fo2 hee rehearſeth , ſheweth , declareth, anddemeth 
thoſe thinges that bee offered bnfo him by the other that 
were ſpoken ofbefo2e, In the thirde Nentrikle and laſt 
there is founded and oꝛdeined the vertue Pemozatiue: in 
this place is regiſtred and kept thoſe things that are done 
and ſpoken with the ſenſes, and keepeth them in his trea⸗ 
Curie vnto the putting foꝛth of the fine oz common wittes, 
92 02gapnes, 02 inſtruments of animall woozkes , out of 
Whole ertremities 02 lowar partes ſpꝛingeth Pynuca , 02 
maro we ofthe ſpondels: of whome it ſhalbe ſpoken ol in 
the Anatomie of the necke and backe . Furthermoze it 
is fo bee noted, that from the fozemoſte Uentrikle of the 
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bzapne ſp2ingeth ſeuen payze of ſenſafine oz feeling ſe⸗ 
newes, the which be pꝛoduced to the Eyes, the Cares, the 
Noſe, the Tongue, and to the Stomacke, and to diuers o⸗ 
ther partes ofthe bodye: as it ſhal be declared in their A- 
natomies. Allo it is to bee noted, that about the middeſt 
ventrikle is the place of Wermi foꝛmis, with curnelly fleſh 
that filleth, and Retemirabile, oꝛ wonderfull caule vnder 
the Pannicles, is ſet oz bounded with Arteirs only which 
come from the heart, in the which the vital ſpirite by his 
great labour is turned and made animal. And pee ſhall 
vnderſtande that theſe two bee the beſt kept partes of all 
the body, foz a man ſhall rather dye, then anye of theſe 
 thoulde (uffer any manner of greefes from without foozth, 
and theretoze God hath ſet them karre from the heart. 

Heere J note the ſaying of Haly Abbas, of the comminge 
of (mall Arteirs from the heart, of whome ( ſayeth her) is 
made a marueplous net oꝛ caule, in the which caule is in⸗ 
cloſed the Bꝛapne, and in that place is layde the ſpirite of 
feeling, from that place hath the ſpirite of feeling his firſte 

creation, and from thence paſſeth to other members 4c, 
Furthermo2e pee ſhall vnderſtande that the bzayne is a 
member colde x moylt of complexion, thin, ⁊ meanly vi 
cous, a pꝛincipal meber,x an official meber ⁊ ſpermatik. 
And firſt, why he is a pzincipall member, is, becauſe he is 
the gouernoꝛ 02 the treaſurie of the ſiue wits: And why he 
is an officiall member, is, becauſe he hath the effect ol lee⸗ 
ling and tering : And why he is colde and mo pft is, that 
hee lhoulde by his coldneſſe and moyſtneſle abate and tem⸗ 
per the exceeding heate and dꝛought that commeth from 
the heart: Alſo why it is mopſt, is, that it ſhoulde bee the 
moꝛe indifferenter and abler to enery thing that ſhoulde 
bee reſerued 02 gotten into him: Alſo why it is ſofte, ts, 
that it ſhoulde giue place and fauour to the vertue of ſte⸗ 
ring: And why it is meanely viſcous „ is, that — ſe⸗ 
newes 
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newes ſhoulde bee ſtrong and meanely tough, and that 
they ſhoulde not bee letted in their woozking thzough his 
ouermuch hardfieſſe , Here Galen demaundeth aqueſtt- 
on, which is this, Whether that feling and moouinge be 
bꝛought to Nerues by one oz by dyuers? o2 whether the 
afozeſapde thing bee b2onght ſubſtanciallp oz radically, 
The matter ;ſayeth hee) is ſo harde to ſearche and bee vn⸗ 
derſtood, that it were much better to let it alone and paſſe 
ouer it. Ariſtotle intreating of the bꝛaine, ſapeth: The 
Bꝛapne is a member continually mouing and ruling all 
other members of the bodye, giuing vnto them both fee- 
ling and mwuinge: foz if the 1Bzayne be let, all other 
members be let: and if the Bꝛapne bee well, then all o⸗ 
ther members of the bodye bee the better diſpoſed . Alſo 
the Bꝛapne hath this pzopertie , that it moneth and fol- 
loweth the moutng of the Mone: foz in the waringe of 
the Mone the Bꝛapne followeth vpwardes, and in the 
wane of the Mane the Bꝛapne diſcendeth downwardes, 
and vaniſheth in ſubſtance of vertue: foz then the bꝛapne 
ſhzinketh togeather in if ſclfe , and is not ſo fully obedi⸗ 
ent to the [pirife of feeling. And this is pꝛwued in men 
that be lunatike oꝛ madde, and alſo in men that bee epu⸗ 
lentike oꝛ hauing the falling ũckneſſe, that ber moſt græ⸗ 
ned in the beginning of the newe Pone, and inthe lat⸗ 
ter quarter of the Mons. Wherefoze (ſapeth Ariſtotle) 
when it happeneth that the Bꝛapne is ether too dzye - 02 
too moylk, then can it not woozke his kinde: fo2 then is 
the bodye made colde : then are the ſpirites of life melted 
and reſolued awaye : and then falloweth feebleneſſe of 
the Witfes, and of all other members of the bodye, and 
at the laſt death, 
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Face. 


He Front oz the Fozhead containeth nothing but 

the Skinne and Pulculus fleſh, foz the pannicle 

vnderneath it is of Pericranium, and the bone is 

of the Cozonall bone. Yowbeit there it is made 
bꝛoade as if there were a double bone, which maketh the 
foꝛme of the Bꝛowes. At is called the Fozhead oz Front 
from one eare to the other, and from the rotes of the cares 
ol the bead befoze vnto the bzowes, But the cauſe why 
the bzowes were ſet and reared vp, was, that thep ſhould 
defende the Eyes from noyance withoutfoozth: And they 
be oꝛdaiued with bayze to put by the humour oz ſweate 
that commeth from the head. Alſo the Bzowes doe helpe 
the Eyelivdes, and doe beautifie and make faire the face, 
fo2 he that hath not his Bꝛowes heyzed , is not ſeæmely. 
And Ariſtotle ſapeth, that oner meaſurable Bꝛowes be ⸗ 
tokeneth an ennious man . Allo high bzowes and thicke 
betokeneth hardneſſe : and Bꝛowes with little hayze be⸗ 
tokeneth cowardneſſe : and mcanly ſlgnifieth gentleneſls 
of heart. Inciſtons about theſe partes ought to bee done 
accozding to the length of the bodie , fo2 there the Pulcle 
goeth. from one Eare to the other. And there if any in⸗ 
tiſion ſhoulde bee made with the length of the Puſcle , it 
might happen the Bzowe to hang ouer the Eye without 
remedie, as it is many times ſeene. the moze pitie. The 
Bꝛowes becalled Supercilium in Latine , & vnder is the 
gpelids, which is called Cilium, t ig garniſhed with hairs. 
Two cauſes J find why the eyelids wer ozdained:the firſt 
is, that they ſhould kepe 4 defend the Epe fro daft t other 
dutward noyances:the ſecond is, when the ena is weary oz 
heaute,then they ſhould be couered & fake reſt vnderneath- 
the, Why the haires wer oꝛdained in the, is, that by * 
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is addꝛelled the fozmes oz ſimilitudes ot bible things vn- 
to the apple of the exe. The eare is a member lemely and 
gryſtlp, able to be folden without, and is the ozgaine oz 
inſtrument of hearing: It is ot complexion colde anddaye. 
But why the eare was ſet vp out ol the head, is this, that 
the ſoundes that be very fugitius, ould lurke and abide 
vnder his ſhadowe, till it were taken of the inſtrumentes 
of hearing: Another cauſe is, that it ſhould kepe the hole 
that it ſtandeth ouer from things falling in that might hin. 
der the hearing. The ſynewes that are the Oꝛgapnes o: 
Inſtrumentes of hearing, ſpaing each from the Bzayne, 
from whence the ſeuen pay2e of ſynewes doe ſpꝛing, and 
when th ey come tothe hole of the Care, there they wzitb 
like a wine pzefſe, and at the ends of them there be like the 
head of a woꝛme, oz like alittle teate. in which is receiued 
the ſounde , and ſo caried to thecommon wits , The Epes 
be next of nature vnto the ſaule: foz in the Exe is ſeene and 
knowen the diſturbances and griefes - gladneſſe and iopes 
of the Soule, as loue, wzatb, and other paſſions, The Eyes. 
be the inſtruments of ſight . Andthey be componnde and 
made of ten thinges: that is fo ſape, of ſeuen Tunicles oz. 
Cotes, and of thz& humours. Of the which (ſayth Galen) 
the Bzayne andthe bead were made fo2 the Eye, that they 
might be in the hygheſt place, as a beholder in a towꝛe, as 
it was rehearſed in the Anatomie of the head. But diuers 
men holde diners opinions of the Anatomie of the Eyes: 
foz ſome men account but thz& tunicles and ſome ſixc. But 
in concluſion they meane all one thing: Foz the very truth 
is, that there be counted and reckoned ſeuen Tunicles, 
that is to ſap, Sclirotica, Secondyna, Retyna, Vnia, Cor- 
nua, Arania, and ContunRina : and theſe thze humours, 
Chat is to ſap, humor Vitrus, humor Albigynus, and hu- 
mor Cryſtallinus. It is to be knowen how and after what 
manner they ſpzing ; Pon ſhall vnderſfande that there 
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ſpꝛingeth of the bꝛayny ſubſtance of His fazemolk' Mentri⸗ 
kles, two ſenewes, the one from the right ſide ,-and the 
other from the left, and they be called the firſt papꝛe, foꝛ 
in the Anatamie they bee the firſts payze of ſenewes thaf 
appeare of all ſeuen. And it is ſhe we d by Galen, that 
theſe ſene wes ber hollowe as a reeve; ſoꝛ two caſed! The 
firſt is, that the viſible ſpirite might-paſſe freely to the 
Epes: The ſeconde is, that the fozme of viſible thinges 
might freely be pꝛeſented to the common wittes. Pobe 
marke the going fooꝛth of theſe ſenewes: When theſe ſe- 
newcs noe out from the ſubſtance of the Bꝛapne, he tom⸗ 
meth thzough the Piamater ,. of whoſe ſubſtance hee ta⸗ 
keth a Pannicle oꝛ a Cote: and the cauſe why hee taketh 
that Pannicle is to kepe-him from noping, & befoze they 
enter into the Kull, they meete and are vnited into one 
ſene we the lengthof halfe an inche: and then they de- 
parte againe into two, and eche goeth into one epe, en- 
tring through the bꝛapne panne, and theſe ſene wes bee 
called Nerui optici. And th:& cauſes J finde why theſe 
Nerues are iopned in one befoze they paſſe into the Epe: 
Firſt, if it happen any diſeaſes in one eye. the other ſhould 
receiue all the viſible ſpirite that befoze came fo bothe: 
The ſeconde is, that all thinges that wee ſee ſhoulde not 
ſeeme two: fo2ifthey had not beene iopned together, eue⸗ 
ry thing ſhoulde haue ſeemed two, as it doth to a wozme, 
and to other beaſtes: The thirde is, that the Sencwe 
might ſtap and helpe the other. But here vpon Lamfranke 
accoꝛdeth much, ſaping, that theſe two Senewes come 
together to the Eyes, and take a Manntkle both of Pia⸗ 
mater and of Duramafer, and when they enter into the 


©2byt of the Eve, there the extremities are ſpꝛead abzoad, ., 
the which are made of th:& ſubſtances : that is to ſaye, of * 


Duramater of Piamater, and of Nerui optici. There be 


engendzed thꝛer nn oz Cotes, as thus: Ot the ſub⸗ 
ſtance 
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fance that is taken fromDuramater is ingendzedthe fir(t 
tote that is called Secondina: and of Nerui optici is in⸗ 
gendꝛed the thirde cote that is called Retina: and eche of 
them is moze ſubtitler then other, and goeth about the 
humours without meane. And it is to be vnderſtood, that | 
ethe of theſe thꝛes Tunicles be deuided, and ſo they make 
ſire; that is to ſap, iij,of the partes of the bzayne , and th2e& 
of the parts outwards, and one of Pericraniam-that coue- 
reth the bones of the head, which is called Contumaiua. 
And thus you mape perceiue the ſpꝛinging ol them: as 
thus, of Duramater ſpzingethDcliroticaand Coꝛnua: of 
Piamater ſpzingeth Secondina and Unia: and of Nerut 
optici ſpꝛingeth Coniunctiua Now to ſpeak of the humoꝛs 
| which be thꝛee, & their places are the middle of the Eyes: 
1 of the which the firſt is Hhumoꝛ Uitrus, becauſe he is like 
glaſſe, in colour very cleare, red, liquit, oꝛ thinne, & he is in 
the in ward ſide next vnto the bꝛapne: and it is thinne, bes. 
cauſe the nutritiue blod of the Chẽiſtalin might paſſe , as 
water thꝛougha ſponge ſhould be clenſed t᷑ made pure, and 
alſo thatthe viſible ſpirit might the lightlyer palle thꝛough 
him krom the bꝛapne. And he goeth about the Criffaline 
humour, vntil he meete with Albuginus humour, which is 
ſet in the vttexmoſt part of the Ee. And in the middeſt of 
thele humours Uitrus, x Albuginus, is ſet the Crpſtatine 
humour, in which is ſet pꝛincipallp the ſight of the Epe. 
And theſe huinoꝛs be ſeparated 4 inuolued with the Pans 
nicles afozeſaid , betweene- every Yumoz a Pannicle. 
And thus is the Epe compound and made. But to ſpeake of 
every Humour and euerpe Pannicle in his due oꝛder ann 
courſe, it would aſke a long pꝛoteſſe, and a long Chapter. 
and this is ſufficient foꝛ a Chirurgion. Now to begin at 
the Noſe ; You ſhall vnderſtand that from the bzayn there 
comineth two ſenewes to the holes of the bzainpan, where: 
| beginneth the concauitie of the Noſe, and theſe two be nat 
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pꝛopetly lynewes, but oꝛgapnes oz infkrumentes of (mel 
ling, and haue heades like feafes 02 paps , in which is re⸗ 
ceiued the vertue of ſmelling , and repꝛeſenting it to the 
common wits, Duer thele two is let Colatoziumn, that we 
call the Noſethzils: and it is ſet betwene the Eyes, vnder 
the vpper part of the Noſe, And it is to be noted, that this 
concauitie oz difch was made fo2 twocauſes: The firlk is, 
that the apze that bzingeth fozth the ſpirite of ſmelling 
might reſt in it, till it were taken ot the oꝛgaine 02 inſtru⸗ 
ment of ſmelling: The ſecond caule is, that the ſuperflut- 
ties of the Bꝛapne might be hidden vnder it, vntill it were 
clenſed ; And from his concauitie there goeth two holes 
downe into the mouth, of which there is fo be noted th2& 

pꝛofits:. The firſt is, that when a mans mouth is cloſe ,-02 
when he eateth o2 ſlepeth , that then the apze might come 
th2ough them to the Lunges , oz els a mans mouth ſtould 
alwayes be open: The ſeconde cauſe is, that they helpe to 
the relation of the fozme of the Noſe: foz it is ſayde, a man 
ſpeaketh in his Noſe when any of thele holes be ſtopped : 
The third cauſe is, that the concauitie might be cłenſed by 
them when a man ſnuffeth the Noſe , oz dꝛaweth into his 
mouth inwardly, The Hole is a member conlimple oꝛ ol⸗ 
 ficiall, appearing without the face, ſomewhat plicable, be- 
cauſe it ſhould the better be clenſed. And it is to be percei⸗ 
ned that it is compound and made of ſkin e lazartns fleſh, 
and of two bones ſtanding i in maner trianglewiſe, whole 


extremities be toyned in one part ot the Noſe with the Co- 


ronall bone, and the nether extremities are iopned with 
two gryſtles, and another that diuideth the Hoſethzilles 
within, and holdeth vp the noſe: Alſo there be two conca⸗ 
uities02 holes, that ik dne were topped the other ſhould 
ſerue: Alſo there is in the Noſe two Pulkles , to helpe the 
wozking ok his office. And Galen ſayth,that the Noſe ſha- 


peth the Face moſt: foz wheres the Hole lacketh ( ſayth he} 
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all the reſt of the face is the moze vnſemely , The Noſe 
ſhould be ofa meane bignes, and not toercede in length, oꝛ 
bꝛeadth, no2 in highnes. Foz Ariſtotle ſayth , if the Nole- 
thzilles be to thinne , oꝛ too wyde, by great dzawing in of 
apꝛe. it betokeneth great traightneſſe of heart, and indig- 
nation ofthought. And therefoze it is to be noted, that the 


the affections and will of the Boule of man, as the Philos 
ſopher ſayeth . The temples be called the members of the 


head, and they haue that name becauſe of confinuall mo- 


uing . And as the ſcience of the Anatomie meaneth , the 
ſpirite vital is ſent from the heart to the bzayne by Ar - 
teirs, and by veines and nutrimentall blod, where the 


temples haue dents oz holes inwardly, wherein he taketh 
the humour that commeth from the bꝛapne „ and bzingeth 
the eyes aſlæpe, and if the ſaide holes oz: dentes be pꝛeſſed 
and wꝛoung, then by trapping of the humour that conti⸗ 
nueth, he maketh the teares co fall from the Epe. The 
Chekes are the ſideling partes of the face, and they cons 
tepne in them Muſculus fleſh, with Wepnes and Arteirs, 
and about theſe partes be many Puſcles. Guido maketh 


mention of vj, about the cheekes and ouer lip. And Haly 


Abbas ſapeth, there be twelne muſcles that moue the ne- 
ther Jawe,ſome of them in opening , and other ſome in 
cloſing oz ſhutting , paſſing vnder the bones of the tems 
ples,And they be called Temporales 2 And they bee right 
noble and ſenſattue,of whoſe hurt is much peril. Allo there 
be other Mulkles foꝛ to grinde t to chewe. And to all theſe 
Muſcles commeth Nerues from the bzapne togiue them 
feeling and mouing: and alſo there commeth to them mas 
ny Arteirs and Ueines and cheellp about the temples, and 
the angles oꝛ coꝛners of the Eyes and the Lippes, And as 


the Philoſophers laye , the cherte beautie in man is in the 
E. 8 


ſhape of the members of the bodie betokeneth and iudgeth 


veſſels pulſatines in the temples be lightly hurt. Alſo the 
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cherkes, and there the complexion of man is moſf knowe, 
as thus: If they be full, ruddy and medled with temperate 
whitenelſe and not fat in ſubſtance, but meanly fleſhlp, it 
betokeneth hoat and mopſt of complexion, that is, Sans 
guin and temperat in coller , And il they bee white colou⸗ 
red, without medling of redneſſe, and in ſubſtance fat and 
ſoff,quauering-it betokeneth exteſſe 4 ſuper fluitie of colde 
and moyll, that is flegmatike: And if they be bzown in co⸗ 
lour, oꝛ cytrin, pelowe, redde, and thinne, and leane in ſub⸗ 


ſtance betokeneih great dzping and heate , that is chole⸗ 


rike: And if they be as it were blowen in colour, 4 of litle 
lleſh in ſubſtance, it betokeneth exceſſe and ſuperfluitie of 
dꝛynes and cold, and that is Pelancolie. And as Auicen 
layeth, the Cheekes doe not onelp ſhewe the dinerſities of 
complerions,but alſo the affection and wil of the hart: foz 
by the affection of the heart, by ſodaine iope o2 dꝛead, hee 
wareth either pale 0z redde, The bones oz bonye partes, 
firſt of the chakes be two: of the Hoſe outwardly, two: ot 
the vpper Pandible, two: within the ole th2e: as thus, 
one diuiding the Noſethzils within, and in ech Poſthꝛill 
one, and they ſeeme to be rowled like a wafer , and haue a 
hollowneſſe in them, by which the apze is reſppꝛed 4 dꝛa⸗ 
wed to the Lungs » and the ſuperfluitie of the Bꝛapne is 
purged into the mouthwardes, as is befo2e rehearſed, 
But Guydo and Galen ſape, that there be in the face nyne 
bones, pet J cannot finde that the nether Mandi ble ſhould 
be of the number ofthoſe nyne: foz the nether Pandible 
accompted there, pꝛoueth them to be ten in number. Ok 
which thing J will hold no argument, but remit it to the 
fight of your eyes. The partes of the mouth are fige , that 
is to ſape, the Lippes,the teeth, the tongue the Muila, and 
the Pallet of the mouth, And firſt to ſpeake of the lippes, 
they are members conſimile oꝛ officiall, full of Muſculus 
fleſh, as is afozelaide , and they were oꝛdeined fo2 two 

| cauſes; 
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cauſes,one is, that they ſhoulde be fo the mouth as a doꝛe 
toahouſe, and to keepe the mouth cloſe til the meate were 
kindly chewed : The other caule is, that they ſhoulde bee 
helpers to the pzonouncing of the ſpeache The teeth are 
members conſimile oꝛ officiall, ſpermatike, and hardeſt of 
any other members, and are faſtened in the cherke bones, 
t were oꝛdapned fo2 thꝛee cauſes: Firſt that they ſhoulde 
chewe a mans meat, er it ſhould paſſe down, that it might 
be the ſoner digeſted : The ſeconde, that they ſhoulde be a 
helpe to the ſpeach, foz they that lacke their teeth doe not 
perfectly pzonounce their woꝛdes: the thirde is, that they 
ſhould lerue to beaſtes as weapons. The number of them 
is bncertaine,foz ſome men haue mo, and ſome leſſe, they 
that haue the whole number haue xrrij. that is to ſape, xvi. 
aboue,and as nan beneath, as thus: two Dwallics, two 
Quadripulles, two Cannines, eight Morales, & two Can- 
ſales. The Tongue is a carnous member, compounde x 
made of manye Nerues, Lpgaments, Ueynes, and Ar⸗ 
teirs, oꝛdapned p2incipaliy foꝛ thꝛe cauſes : The firſt is, 
that when a man eateth, the Toung might helpe to turne 
the meate til it were well chewed: The ſeconde cauſe is. 
that by him is receiued the taſte of werte and ſo wer, and 
pꝛeſented by him to the tommon wittes: The thirde is, 
that by him is pꝛonounced every ſpeache. The fleſhly part 
of the tongue is white, and hath in him nine muſkles and 
about the rote of him is Glandulus, in the which be two 
welles, and they be euer full of ſpittle to temper and keepe 
moyſt the tongue, oꝛ elſe it woulde ware dꝛie by reaſon of 
h:s labour, ec, The Uuila is a member made of a ſpon⸗ 
ge dus fleſh, hanging downe from the ende of the Pallet o⸗ 
uer the gullet of the thꝛoat, and is a member in complers 
ion colde and dzte , and often tymes when there fal⸗ 
ieth rawnellſe oꝛ much moyſtneſſe into it from the head, 


then it hangeth downe in the thꝛoat, and letteth a man to 
E2 (wallow, 
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Cwallowe,and it is bꝛoad at the bpper ende, and ſmall at 
the nether. Jt was oꝛdeined fo2 diuerſe cauſes , One is, 
that by him is holpen the ſounde of ſpeache, foꝛ where the 
Uunila i Hacking, there lacketh the perfect ſound of ſpeach. 
Another is, that it might helpe the pꝛolation of vomites: 
Another is, that by him is fempered 4 abated the diſtem⸗ 
perance of the ay2e that paſſeth to the Lungs : Another ts, 
that by him is guided the ſuperfluities of the bzayne that 
commeth from the coletures ofthe Noſe, oz elſe the ſu- 
per fluities ſhould fall downe ſoudenly into the mouth, the 
which were a diſpleaſure. The Pallet of the month con⸗ 
teineth nothing elſe but a carnous Pannikle, 1 the bones 
that be vnderneath it haue two diniſtons , One along the 
Pallet from the diuiſion ofthe Noſe , & from the opening 
of the other Pandible vnto the nether ende of the Pallet, 
lacking halfe an inche, and there it denideth onerthwart, 
and the firſt diuiſion is of the Pandible, and the ſeconde is 
of the bone called Paxillarie oz Bazillarie, that ſuſfay- 
neth and byndeth all other bones of the head together, 

The ſkinne of the Pallet ol the month is of the inner part 
of the ffomacke and of Pyꝛe, and of Pſofagus , that is the 
way of the meate into the ſtomacke - The way howe to 
knowe that ſuch a pannicle is of that part of the ſtomacke, 


maybe knowen when that a man is touched within the 


mouth, anon he beginneth to tickle in the ſtomacke, and 
the neerer that he ſhall couche vnto the thꝛote, the moꝛe it 
abhozreth the ſtomacke, and often times it cauſeth the 
ſtomacke fo veeld from him that is within him, as when a 
man doeth vomite . Alſo in the mouth is ended the vpper⸗ 
moſt extremitie of the Me ande, which is called Pyze oz 
Alolagus , And with him is contayned Trachia arteria, 
that is, the waye of the ayꝛe whoſe holes be couered with 
a lap like a tongue, and is griſtly, that the meate and 
dainke might ſlyde ouer him into Jſofagus : The _ 
grpſt 
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| gryſtle when a man ſpeaketh it is reared bp, and conereth 
| the waye of the meate: and when a man ſwalloweth the 


meate , then it couereth the way of the ay2e , ſo that when 

the one is couered the other is diſcouered . Foz if a man 

1 open the waye of the ayze when he ſwalloweth , if there 

| fall a crum into it, he ſhall neuer ceaſe coughing vntil it 
| be vp againe-And this ſuffiſeth foz the face. 


T he Anatomie of the Necke. 


HE Recke followeth next to be ſpoken of, Galen 
| pꝛooueth that the necke was made foꝛ no other cauſe 
| but foz the Lungs, foꝛ al things that haue no Lungs 
| haue neither necke noz voyce , except fiſh ', And you ſhall 
F vnderſtande, that the necke is all that is contepned be- 
: tweene the head and the ſhoulders, and betweene the chin 
and the bꝛeſt. It is compounde and made ol foure things, 
| that is to ſaye, of Spondillus, of Seruicibus, of Gula, and 
| of Gutture, the which ſhal be declared moze plainlyhere- 
. after, andthzough theſe paſſe the waye of the meats and . 
of the ay2e, but they bee not of the ſubſtance of the necks, 
The Spondels of the necke be ſeuen: The firſt is ioyned 
unto the lower parte of the head, called Paxillarie oz Ba⸗ 
zillarie, and in the ſame wiſe are iopned enery Spondel 
with other, and the laſt of the ſeuen wſth the firſte ofthe 
Backe 0z Ridge ; and the Lygamentes that keepe theſe 
[ Spondels together are not ſo harde and tough as thoſe of 
the backe: foz why? thoſe of the necke be moze feebler and 
ſubtiller: The cauſe is this, foz it is neceſſarie other woile 
that the head mone without the necke, and the neck with ⸗ 
| out the head, the which might not well haue bene done il 
they had bene ſtrong and bopſtrous. Df theſe afozelayde 
| ſcuen Spondels of the necke, there r ſeuen * 


_ 
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of Sene wes, the which be deuided info the head and into 
the Upſage, to the ſhaulders, and to the armes. From the 
hole ok the firſt ſpondel ſpꝛingeth the firſt papze of Se⸗ 
newes, betlwerne the firlt ſpondel and the ſeconde, and ſo 
foꝛth of all the reſt in lige manner as of theſe. Alſo theſe 
ſenewes receive ſubtil wille of the ſenewes of the 1Bzayn, 
of the which wille, & ſenewes, and fleſh, with a pannicle, 
make the compoſition of Buſkels, Lazartes, 4 Bꝛawnes, 
the which thꝛee things are all one, and be the inſtruments 
of voluntarie mouing ofcuery member. The Muſkcls 
of the necke after Galen are numbzed to be xx. mouing the 
head and the necke. Likewiſe it is to be noted, that there 
ber the manner of fleſhes in the necke : the firſt is Pix- 
wex 02 Seruiſis, and it is called of Childzen Gold hay2e, 
o2 pellowe haire, the which are certaine longitudinsles 
lying on the ſides ofthe Spondels from the head downe to 
the latter Spondel. And they are oꝛdained foꝛ this cauſe, 
that when the Denewes bir wearie of ouermuch labour 
with mouing and tranayle,that they might reſt vpon them 
as vppon a bedde, The ſeconde fleſh is muſculus , from 
whome ſpꝛingeth the Tendons and co2des that moue the 
head and the necke, which be numbꝛed twentie,as is afoꝛe 
declared: The thirde ftelh repleniſheth the voyde placcs, 
xc. The thirde parte of the necke 1s called Gutture,and if 
is the ſtanding out of the Thꝛote voll. The fourth parte 
is called Gula, and the hinder parte Ceruix, and hath that 
name of the Philoſophers becauſe of the marrowe com⸗ 
ming to the Ridge bones. It is ſo called, becauſe it is as 
it were a ſeruaunt to the Bzapne: Foz the necke recei⸗ 
ueth and taketh of the Bꝛayne influence of vertue of mo- 
uing, and ſendeth it by Senewes to other partes of the 
bodye down wardes, and to all members of the bodye. 

Mere pou ſhall vnderſtande , that the waye ol the meate, 


and Pire, oz Jſofagus is all one thing, and it is to be no- 
| ted, 
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fed, fhat itfrefcheth from the'month to the Nomacke , by 
the hinder parte of the necke inwardlye , faſtnedto the 
ſpo dels of the necke , vntill hee come to the fifth ſpondel, 
and there he leaueth the ſpondel and ſtretcheth til he come 
to the fozemolſt parte of the bꝛeſt, and paſſeth thzough Di⸗ 
afragina til it come to the mouth of the ſtomake, and there 
| he is ended, Furthermoze, it is to bee noted, that this 
| Melande is compounde and made of two Tunikles oz 
Cotes, that is to ſaye,of the inner, and of the vtter , The 
btter Tunikle is but ſimple , foꝛ he needeth no retention 
| but onely foz bis owne nouriſhing ; but the inner Tuni⸗ 
kle is compound? and made of, Mulculus Longitudinall. 
| Mill, by which he may dꝛawe the meat from the mouth 
into the ſtomacke, as it ſhall be moze plainly declared in 
1 the Anatomie of the ſtomacke. Furthernioꝛe, Cana pul- 
ö monis via trachia arteria, all theſe be one thing, that is 
to.ſaye, the thꝛote boll , and it ts ſet within the necke be⸗ 
| ſides the Uelande towardes Gula, and is compounde of 
the gryſtle knitte eache with other. And that pannikle 
| | that is meane betweene the Meſande and the thzote boll, 

is called Iſmon. Alſo pee ſhall vnder ſtand, that the great 
Ueines which ramefie by the ſydes of the necke to the vp⸗ 
per part of the head, is of ſome men called Gwidege, and 
of others Vena organices, the inciſion of whome is peril» 
tous, And thus it is to bee confidered, that the ecke of 
man is compounde and made of ſkinny fleſh, Ligaments 
and bones. And this ſufficeth foz the Necke x the thzote.

and Armes. 


O firlt to ſpeake of the bones: It is to en no⸗ 
ted, that in the ſhoulder there bee two bones, 


that is to ſaye ,the ſhoulder bone , and the 4 
one

The firſt is the Adintoz 
bone, whole vpper ende entrery into the concauitie oz bore 
of the ſhoulder bone: It is but one bone haning no felow, 
and it is hollowe and full of marowe , and it is alſo croo⸗ 
ked becauſe if ſhould be the moze habler fo grype thinges, 
and it is hollowe becauſe it ſhonlde bee lighter and moꝛe 
obedient to the ſteer ing oꝛ mouing of the Bzawnes.

gion ofthe ſpirituall members, departing them from the 
matrix. And thze cauſes I finde why the Pidziffe was oꝛ⸗ 
dained: Firſt, that it ſhould diuide the ſpirituals from the 
nutrates: The ſecond, that it ſhould kepe the vital colour 
oꝛ heat to diſſend down to the nutrates: The laſt is, that 
the malicious fumes reared vp from the nutrates, ſhoulde 
not noy the ſpirituals oz vitals cc. 

The womb is the region o2 the citie of all the Intrails, 
the which reacheth from the idꝛitfe down. vnto the ſhare 
inwardlp, and outwardly from the Keynes 02 Kydnes, 

do bu to the bone Pecen,about the pꝛiuie partes, And this 
womb is compound and made of two thinges , that is to 
ſap, of Syfac and Myrac, Syfac is a Pannicle, and amems 
ber ſper matik, official, ſenũble, ſenowy, compound of ſub⸗ 
til wil, and in complexion cold and dzy, haning his begins 
ning at the inner Pannicle of the Pidziffe. And it was 02 - 
deined becauſe it ſhould conteine and bind togither all the 
Intrals, and that he defende the ulculus ſo that hee ops 
pꝛeſſe not the natural members. And that he is ſtrong x 
tough, it is becauſe he ſhould not be lightly bzoken, e that 
thoſe things that are contepned go not foozth, as it happe - 
neth to them that are bꝛoken, ac. Myrac is compound and 
made of foure things, that is, of ſkin outwardly ol fatnes, 


of a carnous pannicle, and of Pulculus fieſh, And that f 
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is to be vnderſfanded, that all the whole from Sytac out- 
wardis called Myrac, it appeareth well by the wozdes of 
Galen, where he commaundeth,that in all wounds of the 
wombe to ſewe the Sifac with the Myrac , and by that it 
pꝛoueth that there is nothing without the Sifac but My- 
rac, And in this Myrac oz btter part of the womb, there is 
noted eight Muſcles, two Longitudinals, pꝛocæding from 
the ſheeld of the Stomacke vnto Os Pecten: two Latitu⸗ 
dinals comming from the backwardes to the wombe: and 
foure franſacrſe,of the which two of them ſpꝛing from the 
Ribbes on the right ſide, and go to the left ſde, to the bones 
of the Banches,o2 of Pecten: and the other two ſpꝛing frõ 
the ribbes on the left, and come ouer the womb to the right 
partes, as the other befoze doth, Bere it is to be noted, that 
by the vertue of the ſubtil wil that is in the uſculus lon- 
gitudinal, is made perfect the vertue attractiue: and by the 
Multulus tranſuerſe is made the vertue retentiue: and by | 
the Muſculus latitudinal is made the vertne erpulſiue, It 
is thus to be vnderſtod, that by the vertue attractiue is 
a wen dolun into the Intrals al ſuperfluities, both was 
er, wynd, t dyꝛt: By the vertue retentiue all thinges are 
withholden and kepte, vntill nature haue w2onght bis 
Kinde: And by the vertue crpulſiue is put foꝛth al things, 
when Nature pzonoketh any thing to bee done, Galen 
ſayeth, that woundes 02 inciſions bee moꝛe perillous in 
the middeſt of the wombe then about the ſydes, foz there 
the partes bee moze tractable than anye other partes bee. 
Allo hee ſayeth, that in woundes perſing the wombe there 
ſhall not bee made good incarnation , except Sifac bee ſe⸗ 
wed with Mirac, Nowe to come to the partes conteyned 
within: Firſt, that which appeareth next vnder the Sifac 
is Omentum , oz Zirbus, the which is a Pannicle coue- 
ring the ſtomacke and the Intrals, implanted with many 


Ueines and Arteirs,x not a little fatnes oꝛdeined to kœpe 
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moyſt the inward parts. This Zirbus is an official mem⸗ 
ber, is copound of a vexne t an Arteir, the which entreth 
x maketh a line of the vtter tunikle of the ſtomacke, vnto 
which tunikle hangeth the Ztrbus, and couereth all the 
guttes down to the ſhayze, Two canſes J finde why they 
were oꝛdained: one is that they ſhoulde defende the nutra⸗ 
tiues outwardly : the ſecond is, that thꝛough his owne po⸗ 
wer and ver tue he ſhould ſtrength 4 eomfozt the digeſtion 
of al the Nutrates, becauſe they are moꝛe fœbler then other 
members be becauſe they haue but a thin womb oz ſkinne 
tc. Next Z1rbus apeareth the Intrals o2 guttes,of which 
Galen ſapeth, that the Guttes were oꝛdeined in the firſt 
creation to conuey the dꝛoſſe of the meate # d2inke, and to 
clenſe the bodie of their ſuperfluities, And here ig vo beg 
noted that there be ſire poꝛtions of one whole gutis, which 
both in man and beaſt beginneth at the nether mouth of 
thc ſtomack, and ſo continueth forth to the end of the fun 
dament, Nenertheleſſe he hath diners ſhapes and fo2mes, 
x diuers operations in the body , and therefo2e he hath dy- 
uers names. And herevpon the Philoſophers ſaye, that tte 
lower wombe ofa man is like vnto the womb of a ſwine, 
And like as the ſfomack hath two tunikles, in like mance 
haue all the Guttes two tunikles The firſt poꝛtion of the 
Guttes is called Duodenum, foꝛ he is xij.ynches of length, 
and coucreth the nether parte of the ſtomacke, and recei⸗ 
ueth all the dꝛoſſe of the ſtomacke: The ſeconde poꝛtion of 
the Guttes is called Iciunium, foꝛ he is euermoꝛe emptie, 
fo2 to him lyeth euermoꝛe the cheſt of the Gal, beating him 
ſoꝛe, and dꝛaweth fooꝛth of him al the dzoſſe, and cleanſeth 
him cleane: The third poꝛtion oꝛ gutte is called Vleon, oz 
ſmall gutte, ⁊ is in length xv. oꝛ xvi. Cubites. In this gutt 
oftentimes falleth a diſeaſe called Yleaca paſsio, The ſiif. 
gut is called Monoculus, o2 blind gutte, and it ſemeth to 


haue but one hole 02 mouth, but it hath two, one ner vnfo 
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the other, foꝛ by the one all things go in, and by the other 
they go out againe: The fift is called Colon, and receiueth 
al the dꝛoſſe depꝛiued from al pꝛofitablenes, and therefoꝛe 
there commeth not to him any veynes Miſeraices, as to 
the other: The ſixt and laſt is called Rectum. oꝛ Longaon, 
and he is ended in the Fundament, and hath in his nether 
end foure Mulcles, to hold, to open, to ſhutt, and to put out, 
tc. Next is to be noted of Meſenterium, the which is no⸗ 
thing elſe buta texture ol innumerable veynes Miler ai⸗ 
ces, ramefled of one veine called Porta cpates,conered and 
defended of Pannicles and Ligamentes comming to the 
Intrals. with the backe ful of fatnes x glandulus fleſh, xc. 

The ſtomacke is a member tompound and ſpermatike. 
ſeno* ind ſenſible, and therein is made perfecte the firlkc 
digeſtion of Chile. This is a noceſſarie member to all the 
body, loꝛ if it faile in his woꝛking, all the members of the 
body ſhal coꝛrupt. Wherefoze Galen ſapeth, that the ſto⸗ 
macke was oꝛdalned pꝛincipallp fo! two cauſes: he firſt, 
| that it ſhoulde bee to all the members of the bodie, as the 

earth is to all that are inge ndzed of tho earth, that is; that 
it ſhoulde deſire ſufficient meate foꝛ all the whole bodye: 
Che ſecond is, that the ſtomack ſhduld be aſacke o: chelt 
to al the bodie foz the meate, and as a Cooke to all the mẽ⸗ 
bers of the body , The ſtomacke is made of tivo panmi⸗ 
tles, ot which the inner is Neruedus, and the vtter Car⸗ 
neous, This inner pannic le hath maſtulus lögitudinales 
that ſtretcheth along from the ſkomacke ro the month , by 
the which he dꝛaweth to him meate and dz inke, as it were 
bands. And he hath Tranuers wyl, koz to witholde o: 
make retention. And alſo the vtter pannicle hath Katitu⸗ 
dinall wil, to erpalſe and peſt dat: and that by his heate he 
ſhould helye the digeſkiue vertue of th6tfomacke, and by 
other heates giuen by his neighbours as thus. It hath the 


Liucr on the right ſide,chafing and heating him with bis 
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lobes o2 figures: and the Splen on the leffe ſide with his 
fatnes, and vepnes ſending to him melancolie, to exerciſe 
his appetites:and aboue him is the Hart, quickening him 
with his Arteirs: Allo the bzaine,ſending to him a bꝛanch 
of Nerues to giue him feeling. And he hath on the hinder 
part, diſſending ot the partes of the backe manye Lyga- 
ments, with the which he is bound to the Spondels of the 
back; The fazine oꝛ figure of the ſtomock is long, in like- 
nes ol a gowꝛde, croked: and that both holes be in the vp⸗ 
per part of the body ol it, is, becauſe there ſhould be no go- 
ing out of it vnadyiled{y of thoſe thinges that are receiued 
into it. The quantitie of the ſtomacke commonly holdeth 
two pitchers of water, and it map ſuffer. many paſſions, x 
the nether mouth of the ſtomack is narrower than the vp⸗ 
per, and that foꝛ thꝛe cauſes: the firſt cauſe is, that the vp- 
per receiueth meat great and boyſtroas in ſubſtance, that 
there being made ſubtile it might paſſe into the nether: 
The ſecond is, foꝛ by him paſſeth al the meates, with their 
chiloſitte from the ſtomacke to the Luer: The thirde is. 
foꝛ that thzough him paſſeth al the dꝛoſſe of the ſtomack to 
the guttes. And this ſuffiſeth foʒ the Stomacke xc. 
The I ner is a pꝛincipal member, and official, and of 
his firſt creation ſpermatike, coplete in quantitie of blod, 
of himſelf inſencible, but by accidence he is ſencible, and in 
him is made the ſecond digeſtion, and is lapped in a Dez 
nowy pannicle. And that he is a principal member, it ap⸗ 
peareth openly by the Nhiloſophers, by Auicen and Galen, 
And it is officiatas is the gomacke, and it is of ſpermatik 
matter, and ſenowmok 'the which is ingendꝛed his veines. 
And becauſe it was little in quantitie, nature hath added 
tot it crudded blod-, to the Accomplichment of ſutficicnt 
quantitie, and isjapped i in Flenowy pannicle. And why 
the Lyner is cruded, is. becauſe that Chile which com⸗ 


meth from the Stsmacke to the Lyuer, ſhoulde be turned 
into 
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into the colour ok bloud. And why the L-pyer was oꝛdep⸗ 
ned, was, becauſe that all the nutrimentall bloud ſhoulde 
bee ingendꝛed in him. The pꝛoper place ol the L puer is 
vnder the falſe Ribbes inthe right ſide. The fozme of the 
Lyuer is gibbous o2 buuchie on the! backefide , and it is 
ſomewhat hollowe lyke the inſpde of an hande , And 
why it is lo ſhapen, is, that it ſhoulds bee plyeable to the 
ſtomacke, like as a hande doeth to an apple, fo cumfozte 
ber digeſtion, foꝛ his heate is to the ſlomacke as the heate 
ok the feꝛe is to the Pacts 97 Cauldzon that hang eth o⸗ 

Alſo the L puer is bounde with bis.vollikles to the Di⸗ 
afragma, and with range Lygamentes , And allo hee 
hath Colpganes with the Stomacke and the Jntrals, and 
with the Varte and the Neynes, the Teſticles and ofher 
members. And cherr are in him flue Pellikles like five 
fingers. Galen calleth the puer Mal: aſangumaxia,cone 
teyning in it ſe lle loure ſubſtances, Naturall and NP uttis 
mental.: The naturala is ſent with the bloud to all partes 
of the bodye to be ingendꝛed and nouriihed. And the nu⸗ 
triarental ais queſtra te and ſent to places azdeyned foz 
ſometheipin es 3) Theſe are the places of the humozg, the 
bim inabe U ner, Qboler in the eheſt ol gal, Melaycolis 
to the plen, g legme to the; Lungs and the Junqures, 
thetvatevicifiperſlinties to the Keynes and the Melike. 
And chen oe beit hthecblaud, and ſametime 7 g 
and nialld auc; tame be put out atpeckinne, and 
beeryſokiettiry;fweats 92 hel OG. Er 
poſhumes; And thate faur arma han Nurg , that is to 
ſays 1Danguine, Cboler, Yelaycoly, and legme, oy 
ingendꝛed and diſtributed in this manner: Firſſ 
vndetſtande that fromthe Spermatike matter oft jets 
uer inwardly; thore is ingenti2ed two great dennes, of 


which the fit. r the greateſt is callch erte {id eaguneth | 
. m 
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from the concauitie of the Lyuer , of whome ſp2zingeth all 
the (mall veynes Miſeraices, and theſe Miſeraices bee to 
Vena porta as the bꝛanches of a tre be to the ſtocke oz 
free F02 ſome of them be tontained with the botome of the 
ſtomacke ſomt with Duodenum, ſome with Iciunium, 
ſome with Vleon, and ſome with Monoculus, oz Saccus. 
And from all theſe guttes they bꝛing to ena porta the ſuc⸗ 
cc5itie of Chilep going from the ſtomacke, and diſtribute 
it info the ſubſtance of the Lyuer, And theſe veynes Miſe- 
raices be innumerable. And in theſe vaynes is begon the 
ſecond digeſtion, and ended in the Lyuer , like as is in the 
Sfomacke the firſt digeſtion . So if pꝛoueth that Vena 
porta and Vena Miſeraices ſerue ta bꝛing all the ſuccozitis 
of'the meate and dꝛinke that paſſeth the Stomacke to the 
Liuer, and they ſpꝛead themſelues thoꝛough the ſubſtance 
ofthe Liner inwardly, and all they ſtretche towardes the 
gibbos oz bowing part of the Liner, and there they meete 
and go al info one vnitie, and make the ſecond great veyne 
called Venaculis oꝛ Concaua,oz Vena ramoſa, al is one, & 
he with his rootes dzaweth out al the bloud ingendꝛed fro 
the Liaer, and with his bꝛanches ramefping bpwardes Fx 
dowtiwards, carryeth and conneyeth.it to all otber mem⸗ 
bers ofthe body to be nouriſhed with, where is made per⸗ 
fect the third digeſtion. And alſo there goeth froyethe Lis 
ner veynes bearing the ſuperfluitiesof the third dige ſtion 
to their pꝛoper places, as it ſhalbe declared hereaftar; ” : 

Now fo ſpeake'sfthe Gal, o2 fherhelt of the Gal: it is 
an offictal member; anditis ſpermatike andiſenowy;and 
hath in it a ſubtil wil, and it is as a purſe 02-2 pannitular 
beſtke in the holowneſſe of the Lyuer; about the middle 
perichs 02 lobe oꝛdeyned to receiue the Cholerike ſuper⸗ 
prin: are ingendꝛed in the puer. The which 


purſe v2 bagge hath ther holes ozneckes ; by the ſirſt hee 


dꝛaͤweth to him from the L puer the choler, that the bloud 
be

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be not hurt by the choler : by the ſeconde necke he ſendeth 
tothe bottome of the ſtomacke Choler to further the dige- 
ſtion of the ſtomacke: And by the thirde necke he ſendeth 
the choler regularly from one gufte to another to cleanſe 
them of their ſuperfluities and v2oſle : and the quantitie of 
the purſe may confaine in it halfe a pinte. ic. 

And next is the Splen oꝛ the Pilte,the which is a ſper⸗ 
matike member, as are other members, and official, and 
is the receptoꝛie of the melancolious ſuperſluities that are 
ingendꝛed in the Liner, And his place is on the lefte ſyde, 
 tranſucrfly linked to the ſtomacke, and his ſubſtance is 
thinne. And two cauſes A find why he was oꝛdained there: 
The firſt is, that by the melancolious ſuperfluities that 
are ingendꝛed of the Lyner which he dꝛaweth to him, bee 
is nouriſhed with: The ſecond cauſe is, that the nutritiue 
blod ſhould by him be made the moze purer & cleane, from 
the dꝛoſſe and thicking of melancolie, ⁊c. 

And next of the Reynes and Kidnes: It 1s to be vnder⸗ 
ſtoode, that within the region of the Nutrites backwards, 
are oꝛdepned the Ridnes, to clenſe the blod from the was 
terie ſuperfluities, and they haue eche of them two pal⸗ 
ſages, oꝛ holes, oꝛ neckes: by the one ts dꝛawen the was 
ter from Uenakelts by two veynes, which are called vc- 
na emulgentes, the length of a finger of a man, and iſſueth 
from the Luer: and by the other is ſent the ſame water 
to the Bladder, and is called Poros vrithides, The ſub- 
ſtance of the Ridnes is Lazartus fleſh, hauing longitudi⸗ 
nal wil. And their place is behinde on cache fide of the 
Spondels, and they are two in number, and the right Bid⸗ 
nep lyeth ſomewhat higher than the left, and is bound faſt 
to the backe with Lygaments , The Philoſopher ſapeth, 
that mans Ridneps are like to the kidneys ofa Cowe, ful 
of harde knottes, hauing in him many har de concauities, 


and therefoze the ſoꝛes of them be harde to cure. Allo they 
), are 
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are moꝛe harder in ſubſtaunce then any other fleſhly mend 
ber, andt hat foꝛ two cauſes, one is:that he be not much hurt 
of the ſharpneſſe of the vꝛine: The other is, that the ſame 
vzine that paiſeth from him might the better be altered and 
clenſed £920ugh the fame . Alſo there commeth from the 
harte to eache of the kidneys an arteire, that bzingeth with 
him bload, heate, ſpirit, and lpfe. And in the ſame maner 
there commeth a vepne from the.Lpuer, that bzingeth blod 
t nouriſhe the kydeneys. called blod nutrimentall The 
greaſe of theſe kydneys oꝛ fatnes is as of other in ward me- 
bers, but it is an officiall member, made ok thinne bloude, 
congeled and cruded thzongh colde, and ther is oꝛdeined the 
greater quantitie in his plate, becauſe it ſhould receaue and 
temper the heate of the kydneys, which they haue of the by⸗ 
ting ſharpneſſe ofthe water. Now by the kydneys vpon the 
Spondels paſſeth Venakelis, oi venacaua, which is a veine 
of great ſubſtaunce, foꝛ he retepueth all the nutrimentall 
bloud from the Luer, and from him paſſeth many ſmall 
pypes on euer ſide, and at the Spondell betweene the ſhol- 
ders he deuideth him ſelfe whole into two great bꝛaunches 
the one goeth into the one arme, «& the other into the other, 
and there they deuide them ſelues into manye vepnes, and 
bzaunches:as is declared in the armes.

and their parts. 


He Haunches are the lower parte of the wombe, toy- 
ning to the Thyes,, and the ſecrete members, And 
th:& things there are to be noted thereof, the firſt is 
ok the partes conteining: the lecond is ofthe partes contei- 
ned: and the thirde is of the partes pzocxding out wardes. 


The partes conteining outwardly, be Myrac and 1 7 
uUbus 


— O0 
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Zirbus and the bones, The partes conteined inwardly, are 
the Vezike, oꝛ bladder, the ſpermatike veſſcls , the Matrir 
in women Longaon, Nerucs, Ueyncs, and artiers, dillen⸗ 
ding downewardes The partes pꝛocding outwardes, are 
The Buttockes, and the Muſcles diſcending to the Thies 
of which it is to be ſpoken of in oꝛder. And firſt of the parts 
conteining: as of Ppꝛac, Difac, and Zir bus, there is e⸗ 
nough ſpoken of in the Anatomy of the wombe , But as foz 
the bones ofthe Yanches, There be of the parts ofthe backe 
th:& Spondels of Olsa ſacri, oz of the Hanches, and ther 
cartaliginis ſpondeles of Olga caude, called, The Taple 
bonne, And thus it is pꝛoued, that there is in cuery man xxx: 
ſpondels, and thus they are to be numbꝛed: In the neckc 
ſeauen, in the Ridge twelue: In the Keynes kpue: and in 
the Panches ſir, And it is to be noted, that euery Spondell 
is hollowe in the middeſt: thꝛough which holloweneſle pal⸗ 
ſc;y Nuca from the bꝛapne, oꝛ the marrowe of the backe. 
And ſome Authoꝛs ſay , that Pynuca is of the ſubſtaunce 
that the Bꝛayne is of, fo2 it is lyke in ſubſtance, and in it 
ſelfe geueth to the Nerues both the vertue of mouing and 
feeling. And alſo euerpe Spondell is holed on euerpe ſide, 
thzough the which holes both articrs and vepnes doe bꝛing 
from the Harte and the L puer both lyke and nouriſhement, 
lpke as they doe to the Bꝛapne: and from the pannicle of 
£ynuca oꝛ the Barrowe of the backe, thꝛough the holes of 
the ſides ol the Spondels, ſpꝛingeth foꝛth Nerues motiues 
and there they intermeddle themſelues with the ſtrong Ly⸗ 
gaments that be inſencible, and fo the Lygamentes recejſue 
that feeling ofthe Nerue, which the Nerue taketh of Py⸗ 
nuca.And by this reſon many Authozs pꝛoue, that Pynuca 
is of the ſame Subſtaunce that the Bꝛayne is of, and the 
Pannicles ok the Nunca is of the ſams Subſtanccok the 
Pannicles of the Bꝛapne. c. Andeche of theſe ſpondels 


be bound kaſt one with an other, ſo that one of them mare 
9 2 not 
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not wel be moued without another. And ſo al theſe ſpon⸗ 
dels togither, contapned one by another are called the 
Ridgebone, which is the foundation of all the ſhape of the 
body. They with the laſt ſpondel be contepned oz topned 
to the bones of the Hanches, and they be the vpholders of 
all the ſpondels . And thele bones be (mall towardes the 
tayle bone, and bzoad fowardes the Vanches, and befoze 
they ioyne and make Os pectinis. And ſo they be bꝛoad in 
the partes of the Jles, and therefoze ſome Authozs calleth 
it lea. And ech ok theſe two bones toward the Liner bath ; 
a great round hole, into the which is receined the bone cal⸗ | 
led Vertebra,oz, The whozle bone, Alſo beſides that place 
there is a great hole oz wap, thꝛough the which paſſeth fro 
aboue Yulculus, vepnes, and Arteirs, and goe into the 
Thyes. And thus it is to be noted , that of this bone Pe- 
cten, and the bone Vertebra , is made the iuncure of the 
Thye. 

Now to ſpeake ofthe partes conteined the firlf thing that | 
commeth to ſighte ,1s the bladder, the which is an officiall , 
member, compound oft wo neruous Panicles, in complex- | 
ton colde and dꝛye, whole necke is carnous , and hath muſs 
tles to withholde, and to let goe:and in men it is long, and 
is contained with the yard, , paſſing thꝛough Peritoneum, 
but in women it is ſhoꝛter, and is contained within the 
Vulua. Che place of the bladder is beftwene the bone of 
the Share and the tayle gutte called Longaon, and in wo- 
men it is betweene the fozeſaid bone and the Matrix. And 
in it is implanted two long veſſels comming from the 
Kidneis, whoſe names be Porri vrichides , bing ing with 
them the Urin oz water from the Ridnes to the Bladder, 
which pꝛiuilpentreth into the holes of the pannicles of the 
bladder, by a natural moning betweene funicle & funicle, 
t there the v2infindeth the hole of the nether tunicle, and 


there it entreth pztully into the concauitie of the bladder, 
and 
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and the moze that the bladder is filled with vzin, the ſtrai⸗ \ | 
ter be the two tunicles compꝛiſed together , foz the holes 
of the tunicles be not even one againſt another, and there- 
foze if the bladder bee neuer ſo full, there may none goe 
backe againe , The foꝛme ok it is rounde, the quantitie of 
it is a pitcher full, in ſome moze, and in ſome leſſe, c. 
Alſo there is founde two other veſſels called vaza ſemina- 
ria, 02 the ſpermatike veſſels, And they come from Uena⸗ 
kelis, bꝛinging bloud to the Teſtikles, as wel in man, as 
| in woman, in the which by his farther digeſtion it is 
made ſparme oz nature in men. Zhey be put outwarde, 
fo: the Teſtikles bee without, but in women it abydeth 
within, fo2 their Teſtikles ſtande within, as it ſhalbe de- 
claredhereafter, 

Nexte followeth the Matrix in women: The Patrir in 
woman is an officiall member, compounde and Nerucous 
and in compler ion cold and dzy.And it is the feelde of mans 
| generation, and it is an inſtrument ſuſceptiue, that is to ſay 
1 a thing receauing o2 taking: e her pꝛoper place is between 
; the bladder and the gutte Longaon , the likenes ofit, is as 
it were a parde reuerſed oz turned inwarde : hauing teſti⸗ 
tles likewiſe, as afo2eſayd , Alſo the atrix hath two con⸗ 
cauities oꝛ ſelles, and no moe, but all beaſtes haue as many 
ſelles as they haue pappes heades. Allo it hath a long necke 
lyke an vꝛinall, and in every necke it hath a mouth, that is 
to ſap, one within, and an other without. The inner in the 
tyme of the conception is ſhutte, and the vtter parte is open 
as it was befo2e;and it hath in the middeſt a Lazartus pan- 
nicle, which is called in Latin Tentigo . And in the treati⸗ 
on ot this Pannicle , ts founde two utilities: The firſt is, 
that by it goeth fozthe the vzine , 02 els it ſhould be ſhedde 
thꝛoughout all the Vulua: The ſecond is, that when a wo⸗ 
man doth ſet her thies abzoade it altereth the ayre that com 
meth to the matrix foz to temper — heate. ns 
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the necke that is betwene theſe two fozeſayde mouthes, 
in her concauitic hath many inuolutions and pleates iop⸗ 
ned together in the manner of Roſe leaues bekoꝛe they bee 
fully ſpꝛead o2 rype, and fo they bee ſhut togeather as a 
Purſe mouth, ſo that nothing map palle fweth but vzin, 
vntill the tyme of chylding. Alſo about the middle of this 
necke be tertaine veynes in apdens, the which in time 
of deflouring bee coꝛrupt and bꝛooken. Furthermoze, in 
the ſides ol the vtter mouth of the mouth are two teſticles 
oꝛ ſtones, & alſo two veſſels of ſpat me ſhozter then mans 
veſſels, and in fime of coyt the womans ſperme is ſhedde 
downe info the bottome of the Matrix , Alſo from the 
Lyuer there commeth to the Patrix manpe vepnes, bꝛin⸗ 
ging to the chylde nouriſhing at the time of a womans be⸗ 
ing with chylde: and thoſe vepnes, at ſuch time as the Pas j 
trix is vopde, bzing thereto ſuperfluities from certapne 
members of the bodye , whereof are ingendꝛed womens 
flow2es.tc. 
And foꝛaſmuche as it hath pleaſed Almightie God to 
giue the knowledge of theſe his myſterics and wozks vn⸗ 
to his Creatures in this pꝛeſent wozlde , Here J purpoſe 
to declare what thing Cmbzeon is, and his creation. The 
noble Philoſophers, as Galen, Auicen, Bartholomeus, & 
diuers other w2iting vppon this matter, ſaye, That Em⸗ 
bꝛeon is a thing ingendꝛed in the mothers wombe, the o⸗ 
riginall whereof is the ſparme of the man and ol the wo⸗ 
man, ot the which is made by the might and power of God 
in the mothers wombe a chylde, as hereafter moꝛe at large 
ſhalbe declared. Firſt, the felde of generation called the 
Matrix, oz the mother, is knowen in the Anatomie, whoſe 
plate is pꝛoperly betwixt the bladder and Longaon in the 
woman, in which place is ſowen by the tillage of man a 
couenable mat ter of kindly heate,fo2 kindly heate is cauſe 


effitience both ol dooing and wozking, and ſpirite that gi⸗ 
| ueth 
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neth verfae tothe bodye, and gouerneth and ruleth that 
vertue: the which ſeede of generation commeth from all 
the partes of the bodie, both of the man and the woman, 
with conſent and will of all members, and is ſhedinto 
the place of conceluing , where thꝛough the vertue of Na- 
ture it is gathered togeather in the ſelles of the Patrix oz 
the mother, in whome by the way ofthe wozking of mans 
ſeede, and by the waye of lufferinge of the womans [de 
mixt togeather, ſo that eche of them wozketh in other, and 
ſuffereth in other, there ts ingendzed Embꝛeon. And fur- 
ther it is to bee noted, that this ſparme that commeth both 
of man and woman, is made and gathered of the moſte 
beſt and pureſt d2ops of blood in ali the bodye, and by the 
labour and chafing of the teſtikles o2 ſtones this bloud is 
turned into another kinde, and is made ſparme. And in 
man it is hote, white, and thicke , wherefoze it mape not 
ſpꝛead noꝛ runne abꝛoad of it ſelfe, but runneth and ta⸗ 
keth temperance of the womans ſparme, which hath con- 
trarie qualities, foz the womans ſparme is thinnep, col- 
der, and feblcr, And as ſome Authozsholdopinion, when 
this matter is gathered into theright ſide of the Matrix, 
then it happeneth a male kinde, and likewiſe on the lefte 


the female, and where the vertue is moſt, there it ſauou- 


reth moſt. And further it is to bee noted, that like as the 
Uenet of the Cherſe hath by himſelfe the way 02 vert ue of 
wozking, ſo hath the mylke by waye of ſuffering ; and as 
the Renet and mylke make the cheeſe, ſo docth the ſparme 
of man and woman make the generation of Embzcon of 
the which thing ſpzingeth by the vertue of kindly heate, a 
certaineſkinne oz caule, into the which it lappeth it ſelfe 
in, wherwith afterwards it is tyed to the mothers womb, 
the which covering commeth foꝛth with the birth of the 
child,x if it happen that any of the ſkinne remaineafter the 
birth of the childe, then is the woman in perill ot her life.

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Furthermoꝛe, it is ſaid, that of this Embzeon is ingendzed 
the Hart, the Lyuer,the Bꝛapne, Nernues,veines,Arteirs, 
Coꝛdes, Lpgaments, Skinnes, Griſtles and bones, recei⸗ 
uing to them by kindly vertue the menſtruall bloud, of 
which is ingendꝛed both fleſh and fatnes. And as wziters 
ſap, the firff thing that is ſhapen be the pꝛincipals, as is the 
Hart, puer, and Bꝛapne. Fo2 of the Hart ſpꝛingeth the 
Arteirs,of the Lyner the Ueincs, and of the Bꝛapne the 
Nerues: and when theſe are made, Nature maketh # tha 
peth bones and gryſtles to kcepe and ſane them, as the 
bones of the head foz the Bzapne, the Bꝛeſt bones and the 
Ribbes foz the Hart and the Lyner, And after theſe ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth all other members one after another, And thus is the 
child bꝛed fooꝛth in foure degrees, as thus: The firlk is, 
when the lapde ſparme oꝛ ſcede is at the firſte as it were 
mylke: The leconde is, when it is turned from that kinde 
into another kinde, is vet but as a lumpe of blod, and this 
is called of Ypocras, Fettus: The third degree is, when 
the pꝛincipals be ſhapen, as the Hart, Lpuer, and Bꝛapne: 
The fourth and laſte, as when all the other members bee 
_ perfectly ſhapen, then it receineth the ſoule with life and 
b:eath,and then if beginneth tomone it ſelfe alone. Row 
in theſe foure degrees afozeſatd, in the firſt as milke it con- 
tinueth vit.dayes : in the ſecond as Fettus ix.dapes: in the 
thirde, as a lumpe of fleſh ingendzing the pꝛincipals the 
ſpace of ix.dapes: and the fourth vnto the tyme of full pers 
fection of all the whole mẽbers, is the ſpace of,rviii.dayes: 
Do is there, xlvi dayes from the daye of conception vnto 
the dapol full perfection and receiuing of the ſoule, as God 
beſt knoweth. 
Now to come againe to the Anatomie of the Hanches: 
Then come we to Longaon, other wiſe called, The taple 
gutte, whoſe ſubſtance is panniculer, as of al the other bo⸗ 
wels, the length ok it is ol a ſpan long, ſtretching A 
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Rapnes, his nether parte is called Annis, that is to ſap, the 
Lowell. And about him is founde two Pulcles, the one to 
open, the other to ſhutte. Alſo there is ſounde in him ſyue 
vepnes oꝛ bꝛaunches, of veynes, called Vena Emoraidales, 
and they haue colliganes with the bladder. wherefoze they 
are parteners in their greeues. And when this Longaon is 
raiſed vp, then ye may ſe the veynes and arteires, and ſe⸗ 
ne wes, how they be bzaunched and bound downe to the ne 
ther partes. The partes pzoc&ding outwardly, are, Didi- 
mus, Peritoneum, the Pard, the Teſticles, and the But⸗ 
tockes, And kyrſt it ſhalbe ſpoken of the Parde , 020 fmans 


generatiue members, the which dureth vnto tha t parte that 
is called Peritoneum, the which place is from the Coddes 


vnto the Fundament, where vpon is aſeame , Wherefoze 
ſayth the Philoſopher, Pans yard is in the ende and terme 
of the ſhare. The yarde is an officiall member, and the til⸗ 
ler of mans generation, compounde and made of ſkinne , 
bzawnes, Tendons, vepnes, arteirs, ſenewes and greate 
Lygamentes : and it bath in it two paNages , o2 pꝛincipall 
iſſues, one foꝛ the ſparme, and an other foz the vzine, And 
as the Philoſophers ſay , the quantitie of a common Parde 
is. viij, 02, tx; pnches, with meſurable bigeneſſe pꝛopoꝛtio⸗ 
ned to the quantitie ofthe matrix. This member hath, as 
ſayth Anicen, thze& holes, thꝛough one pallcth incenſible po⸗ 
liſſions and wynde, that cauleth the yarde to ryſe: the other 
two holes is declared befoze. Alſo the yarde hath aſkinne, + 
about the head thereof, it is double, and that men call Pre 
puſium, and this ſkinne is moueable, foꝛ thꝛough his conſe * 
cration the ſpermaticke matter is the better and ſoner ga⸗ 
thered together, and ſoner caſt fo2th from the Teſticles:foꝛ 
by him is had the moꝛe delectation in the dwing. And the 
foꝛmoſt parte of the heade of the yarde befoze is made ofa 


32awny flethe, the which if it de once loſte, it is neuer re⸗ 


ſtozed againe, but it may be well ſkenned, 4c. 
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The Coddes is a compound member, and an officiall,x 
thougb it be counted amongeſt the generatiue members, 
pet it is called a pꝛintipall member becauſe of generation. 
This purſe was oꝛdeyned fo2 the cuſtodie and commfozt of 
the teſticles 3 other ſpermatike veſſels, And it ts alſo made 
of two partes. of the inner, à the vtter . The vtter is com⸗ 
pound aud made of kin, c lazartus, longitudinal and tranſ 
ucrfal,in like maner as ts the Pyꝛac. The inner parte of 
the Coddes is ofthe ſubſtance of the Sifac, and are in ſi⸗ 
militude as two pocketes dzawen together by themſelues, 
and they diſfer not from the Sifac: and there be two, be- 
cauſe if there fall anye hurt to the one, the other ſheulde 
ſerue. The Teſticles oꝛ ſtones be two, made of glandulus 
lleſh oz curnelly fleſh, And furthermoze, thꝛough the Di- 
dimus commeth to the Teſticles from the Bꝛapne, Se⸗ 
nowes, t from the Hart Arteirs,+ from the Liuer veines, 
bꝛinging vnto them both feeling & cer ing, like & ſpirife, £ 
nutrimental blood, and the moſt pureſt blod of al other mẽ⸗ 
bers of the bodie, whereof is made the ſparme by the laboz 
of the Telticles, the which is put foꝛth in due time, as is 
befoꝛe rehearſed, 

The Gropnes be knowen:they be the emp tunctures oz 
purging place vnto the Ltuer-and they haue curnelly fleſh 
in the plying oꝛ bowingof the Thyes. The Pippes haue 
great bꝛawny fleſh on them, x from thence dillende downs | 
wards bzawnes, coꝛds, and lygaments, moning £# binding 
together the thies, with the Haunches themſelues. 


The Anatomie of the Thyes, 
Legges , and Feete. 


He Legge reacheth from the Joynt of the Thye vnto 


the extremitie of the Toes, and à will —_— 
2 | parts. 
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partes, as the armes were deuided: One parte is called 
Coxao Thigh, and that is all that is conteined from the 
iopnte of the Yaunche vnto the Ance: Che ſecond parte is 
called Tibia, and that reacheth from the ne to the Ankle: 
The third is the litle tote, and that is from the ankle, vnto 
the ende of the Toes. And here it is to be notod, That the 
Thigh, Legge, and Fote, arc compound and made as the 
great arme oꝛ hand, with ſkinne, fleſhe, veynes, Arteires, 
£:newes, bzawnes, TLendons, and bones, whereof they 
are to be ſpoken of in oꝛder. Df the lkinne and fleſhe there 
is inough ſpoken of beloꝛe. And as of veynes and arteirs in 
their diſcending downe wardes at the lait ſpondels they bee 
deuided into two partes, Whereof the one part goeth into 
to the right Thye, and the other into the lerte, and when 
the p come to the Thye they be deuided into other two great 
bꝛaunches: the one of them (pzeadeth into the inner ſide of 
the. Legge, and the other ſpꝛedeth into the viter five, and ſo 
bzaͤunching dillend do wne to the Legge to the ankles and 
fete, and be bꝛought into foure veyns which be commoniy 
ved in letting blood, as heeratter followeth . One ol them is 
vnder the inner ankle toward the ele, called Soffena, and 
an other vnder the vnder ankle, called Siarica, and another 
vnder the hamme, called Poplitica, the four thchetweu the 
| litle Toe and the next, called Kcnalis. And itis to be noted 
of theſe foure greate veynes in the legges of the manifolde 
daungers that might fall of them, as oft it hapeneth. There 
be many other bꝛaunches which a Chirurgion nedeth not 
much to paſſe vpon. The Senewes ſpꝛing of the laſt Spon⸗ 
dell, and of Os ſacrum, and paſſeth thꝛough the hole of the 
bone of the Hippe, and diſcendeth to the bꝛawnes, and mo⸗ 
ueth the knee and the ham, and theſe diſcende do lone to the 
ankle, and moue the ſote , and the bꝛawnes of the fete 
moue the toes, in lyke maner as is declared in the bones cf 
the hands. The firſt is called coxa that is the thye bone, and 
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he is without a fellowe, and he is full of Parrowe, and is 
rounde at either ende: The roundnelle that is at the vpper 
ende is called Vertebrum, o2 Whozle bone, and boweth in- 
wardes, and is receaued into the boxe oꝛ hole of the hanche 
bone: and at the lower and towards the knee there it hath 
two roundes, which be receaued into the concauities of the 
bone of the legge, at the knee, called the great Follels. Ther 
is alſo at the knee a rounde bone called, The kne panne. 
Then followeth the legge, wherein is two bones, called 
Focile maior, and Focile minor, the bigger of them paſſeth 
befoze, making the ſhape of the ſhinne , and it is called the 
ſhinne bone, and paſleth downe making the inner ancle. 
The leſle paſſeth fro the knee backwards, diſſending down 
fo the vtter ankle, and there fo2meth that ankle. dc. The 
bones of the fte are, rrvj, as thus , Fyrlt, next the ankle 
bone is one, called in Latine Orabaliſtus; nexte vnder that 
towardes the Herle ts one, called Calcany ; and betweene- 
them is an other bone called Os Nauculare:Jn the ſeconde 
ward there be foure bones, called Raceti, as be inthehands, 
In the third and fourth warde be, xtiy. called Digitor1;and 
v. called Pectens at the extremities of the Toes, next to the 
naples. And thus be there in the foote , xxvj, bones with 

the Legge from the Ankle to the Kn&,fwo in the ner. and 
one rounde and flatte bone, and in the Thye one, And thus 

tall pou finde in the whole Legge and Fete xxx. 
bones. And this ſaffiſeth fo young.
